Governor Miller introduced. ex-Gov- 
ernor Smith th a- manner that pleased 
the diners greatly.

*“*It is not fair to the Governor or to 
the State to put this burden on any 
man,’’ said the Governor, referring to 
— pardoning power. ‘It belongs to

Planned to Secrete Money, Sell 
Garagés and Move 
Away. 











TEMPTATION TOO STRONG 


Charges Partner..With Being 
Supported by Officers. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MOUNT VERNON, IIL, Jan. 22.—The 
story of how he stepped from Free 
Methodist exhorter and sworn enemy of 
evil to mail bandit extraordinary, looter 
of $212,000 in “United. States registered 
funds and lone manipulator of the ill- 
gotten fortune, was unfolded step by 
‘step today by Guy Kyle. 

Gaunt and haggard from more than a 
week of sleepless nights and the con- 
science of a religiols fanatic gone hope- 
lessly wrong, the old-time preacher came 
from his cell to make his first complete 
confession, acknowledge his complete 
guilt and throw himself on the mercy of 
the law. 

While te cornered pastor unburdened 
his mind, -his wife, for years a leader in 
the religious community, sat dry-eyed, 
rocking her four-mtonths-old baby in his 
cradle. She vowed never“to leave her 
husband, but urged the authorities to 
go to the bottom of the mall ‘robbery. | 

“He has told me of his guilt,’’ she 
said, ‘‘and I will not shield him in any 
way. I knew nothing of the money until 
he was arrested. If I had known; I 
would rather take the place of my 
washerwoman, rather than touch one 
cent of stolen goods. We wili be waiting 
for him when he comes from the peni- 
tentlary and perhaps we can atart all 
over again then.” 

Postal inspectors, under command of 
Ray Whitcock, made a final check on 
the recovered money. They_foltnd a 
cash .total of $188,184.36; Several hun- 
dred dollars in cash spent by Kyle and 
the remainder of the loot in negotiable 
bonds, sgid to have been destroyed by 
him, .alone remain. unaccounted for, 
The inspéctors listened to Kyle’s com- 
plete confession, in which, he accused 
Loren Williamson, his 28-year-old part- 
ner, of the actual theft and of planning 
for disposing of the money. 

Williamson led to the discovery of the 
loot in ‘the first place and has not been 
arrested. He will be the Goverrnment’s 
chief witness. He declares that his part- 
ner’s charges are ridiculous, that he can 
prove he was in bed at ‘the time of the 
robbery and that he expected Kyle to ac- 
cuse him. 

‘*T am guilty of all thev charge,’’ said 
Kyle. ‘‘I can only say that the tempta- 
tion to steal was too great when the op- 
portunity came. I knew nothing about 
the money until 1 P. M. on the day it 
was stolen. Then my partner walked 
into the office carrying a gunnysack. 
He stepped behind a tire rack and 
opened the sack, disclosing « mail bag. 
This he ripped with his knife. 

‘** Here is the money,’ he said. ‘If 
no one saw me carrying the other sack 
to our automobile warehouse on the} 
north side, the whole thing is a suc- 
cess.’ 

‘“‘I could think of nothing then but 
hiding the money away. I knew I was 
wrong to hile it, but I was afraid of 
my own hands. I took the packages of 
bills and stuffed them~down into .a 
box, then took the mail sack back and 
burned it in our heating stove in our 
livihg room.

‘“‘ after a year or two we planned to 
incorporate our automobile business, sell 
bonds and slip all of ‘the money to our 
joint accounts, and then sell out. I was 
going to take my family to California 
then and live easy the rest of my life.

Four boy robbers, afmed with .45-cal- 
ibre revolvers; burst into an East Forty- 
secomi Street auction room last. night. 
and, in a frenzy. that might have been 
due to. drugs, fired forty shots, killing 
one man ‘and sending another to a hos- 
pital, probably dying, with five’ bullets 
in his body. 

Of the seven men who faced the in- 
truders and fought thern with:chairs and 
vases seized from the auctioneer’s stock. 
two others escaped being killed only by 
dropping to the floor and feigning death. 
Leaving their victims stretched upon the 
floor, the robbers escaped in a taxicab, 
waiting outside for them.

All of them had revolvers and -they 
made a dash for thé rear room. As the 
police later reconstructed their theories, 
|the intruders apparently believed some 
of the proceeds of the sale of the day 
before were kept in the back room or 
else they acted in the belfef that the 
stakes of the card game would, be worth 
stealing. 

While, however, the boy robbers con- 
solidated for their attack, Young and 
his friends and employes came out. 

** Get out of here,’’ yelled Young, who 
was stocky and muscular. 

A volley. of shots was the answer. 
Abrahams, despite the furrow on his 
cheek, suddenly rushed ‘at the foremost 
of the intruders. He pushed up the 
youth’s pistol arm and landed a. solid 
right on the fellow’s chin. But before 
the clerk could do anything else one of 
the robbers hit him over the head with a 
blackjack and he fell. e 

Then the hold-up men began firing in 
yneven volleys. A bullet hit Shields in 
the shoulder, but failed to stop him as 
he seized a chair and, swinging it over 
his head, returned the attack. Young 
grabbed another chair and rushed at the 
men, ‘while the Henderson brothers and 
Howard and Jacobson began ‘hurling 
vases. ‘

GILLEN MAKES REPLY 
TO PIEZ TESTIMONY 


Asks Him Four Questions on the 
Accounting System of Emer- 
gency Fleet Corporation. 





After reading the testimony of Charles 
E. Piez, former Director General of the 
Emergency Fieet Corporation, before the 
Congressional Shipping Board Commit- 
tee. in Washington yesterday, Martin J. 
Gillen, former special assistant to 
Chairmen John Barotn Payne and Wil- 
liam S. .Benson, made tho following 
statement: _ 

‘“At last we have found a man who 
acknowledges responsibility for super- 
vision of the accounting of the Con- 
struction Division of the Hmergency 
Fleet Corporation. He. appears in the 
role of the counsel for the ‘defense. I 
would like to ask him' four questions. 

‘‘First—Why. did he fail to have a 
proper system of accounting set up so 
that the materials and supplies pur- 
chased by the Government .could be 
properly charged against the contracts 
that furnished them? For on Oct. 1, 
1919, there was more than $550,000,000 
worth of materials furnished to con- 
tracts which had not as yet. been 
charged to shipbuilding contractors. 

** Second—wWhy did he fail to have set 
up @ proper system of inventories of 
materials in the yards of the shipbuild- 
ing contractors at the time that these 
materials were furnished by the Govern- 
ment, and fail to have continuing in- 
yentories kept? For on Oct, 1, 1919, 
more than $300,000,000 worth of Govern- 
ment materials was in the yards of the 
ehipbuilders of this country, confused 
with the materials of the shipbuilders 
and no means of taking an. inventory 
could be found. 

‘““Third—Why did he fail to have a 
proper system of inventories taken of 
materials in the yards of the shipbuild- 
ers who were constructing 451 ships 
taken over in a state of partial com- 
pletion?

‘GIANT’ KEARSARGE 
PASSES AS WARSHIP 


Naval Wonder. of Spanish War 
Days Becomes Only a Plod- 


ding Craneship. 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 22. — Launched 
amid the Spanish War stir “of 1898, the. 
old battleship Kearsarge, then expected 
to revolutionize naval warfare, has 
passed: out of the fighting line of the 
navy without ever having fired:a gun in 
anger. 

The big ship, a giant of her own day, 
was thrust aside long ago as a naval 
‘‘ freak.’”’ Memories that lurked in her 
historic name, proud imaginings of her 
future that filled the press at her 
launching, could not save her. She ie 
to become ‘‘ Naval Craneship No. 1,” a 
peaceful, plodding handmaiden to the 
fighting craft of today and tomorrow. 
Beside them she will be almost a pigmy 
ship. 

At League Island Navy Yard the old 
ship of the line is: being stripped of war 
gear and military trappings. Guns that 
have fought only mimic battles are go- 
ing to the crap heap. The great super- 
imposed rrets that housed them—a 
new word naval architecture when in- 
stalled—are being torn out. Cage masts 
must go by the board. Steel walls of 
the conning tower will disappear. Much 
of the side armor will be stripped away, 
ee only the hull and engtnes will be 
eft. . 

On this base will rise a monster elec- 
tric crane capable of lifting 250. tons. 
To ee it the ship’s sides are to be 
bulged to a beam of 92 feet amidships, 
as compared to the 72 feet of her gl 
ing*days. The lifting machine will be 
used to hoist aboard modern battleships 
sections .of the three-gun turrets for 16- 
inch -riffes, which ween 200 tons, and 
the great rifles themselves. 


PARIS’S WILD ARTISTS 
ARE BECOMING TAME 

This Year’s:Salon Fails to Startle 
and Lack of Sales Spreads

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PARIS, Jan. 22.—Today.the salon of 
independent artists opened its annual 
exhibition to the Paris public, and the 
Whole artistic and critical world Las 
spent the day within Grand Palais. Be- 
fore the war this exhibition, in which 
every picture submitted is hung, for 
there is no jury to decide and no restric- 
tion: to control what is and what fs not 
art, used to present many of the gestures 
of the nightmare. But a strange differ- 
ence seems to have come over the minds 
and brushes of the cubists, neo-classicists 
and the others. 

In: certain rooms of the exhibition one 
gets the impression that the freak and 
experimental stage of all these schools 
is past. The wild men of before the 
war have not really altered their meth- 
cds and their conception, but they have 
modified them, and they have educated 
their public so that from being wild men 
they have passed to a stage at which 
they begin to be called ‘* masters."’ The 
Dadaists have, of course, come to help 
keep up the reputation of the indevend- 
ents for startling the visitors into won- 
der as to whether they are dreaming, 
but even their efforts have not the same 
frightening effect as had those of the 
earlier cubists and impressionists. 

The general impression conveyed by 
the closely packed canvases is one of 
gayety and resolution, but to it there is 
another side. These new methods of 
painting seem by the number of exhibits 
to be the easy ones to learn. In all these 
rooms there is a-strong family re- 
semblance and it is only here and there 
that one finds real originality and im- 
agination. And for this reason, perhaps, 
more than for any other there seems 
to be a rather marked disinclination of 
visitors to buy. The salon’s success will 
have to be measured not by sales, and. 
this saddening fact has produced amon 
all the artists of Montparnasse an 
Montmartre a sentiment of gee 
ment, disquiet and melancholy such &s 


they never felt in the days of the first |’

WELCOMED IN ENGLAND 


London Observer Remarks That 
America’s Deeds: Answer Talk 
of Isolation.

LONDON, Jan. 22.—Discussing Presi- 
dent-elect Harding’s letter to the Sul- 
grave Institute, The Sunday Observer 
says: = 

“Its cordiality toward this country is 
expressed with an emphasis and ex- 
plicitness which: must be measured by 
the writer’s approaching responsibilities. 
Mr. Harding is the very last man to be 
casual or impulsive upon the threshold 
of his great office. The more closely 
his words are studied the more im- 
pressive is the deliberation behind their 
force.’”’ It goes on: 

** Unity of the English-speaking 
peoples ’’’ is as strong a phrase as ever 
crossed the Atlantic from the steps of 
the White House. It is a facer for 
various crusades that we need not more 


‘particularly specific and it is pregnant 


with the highest encouragement for men 
of good will everywhere in their ‘efforts 
to lay a deeper foundation for the 
world’s peace.”’ 

Declaring that ‘‘ America has all alon 
been repudiating in very practiced 
fashion these formularies of isolation 
which have been recited in his political 
tabernacle.’’ The Observer quotes Ad- 
miral Niblack’s account of the work of 
the United States Navy in European 
waters, and remarks: ‘‘ For all the 
language that has sometimes sounded 
priestly and Levitical, America has all 
the time been playing the Good Samari- 
tan by stealth, because, like ourselves, 
she cannot resist the claim of the weak 
upon. the strong. The impulse to help is 
there, that impulse which makes ‘the 
English speaking’ peoples,’ as Mr. Har- 
ding puts it, ‘the instrument through 
which civilization has been flung to the: 
four corners of the globe.’ ’”’

Held “in ‘Store 
Germans Won't Buy at 
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BERLIN, Jan. 22.—Since the United 
States has gone dry immense quantities} 
of California’ and other Americay: wine 
have ‘accumulated. in. the German free 
ports, most of which, it is alleged, have 
been shipped here only for safekeeping. 

THe New York Timss correspondent 
has been informed of one lot of 500;000 
quarts of California wine which filled a 
large waréhouse in Bremen, where space 
has grown rather scarce lately. Nobody 
in Bremen seemed to. know whose prop- 
erty it was, but at the Berlin offices of 
the, Federal Ministry for Food Supply 
Tum Timers correspondent elicited the 
fact that ‘this enormous shipment ar- 
rived from America June 25, having 
been consigned to a well-known ‘firm 
of wine dealers, Kempka & Co. of 
K6nigsberg. 

Soon afterward Kempka & Co. request- 
ed the Ministry to release the shipment 
and ‘received the reply ‘that/there was 
no particular objection to doing so if 
papérs ‘were furnisned proving’ Kempka 
& Co. the owners, or at least establish- 
ing their fight to dispose of the wine. 
This was in August of last year, and 
since then the Ministry has heard no 
more from the ‘Kénigsberg firm or from 
‘anybody else\claiming the wine. 

Samples from other lots nearly as large 
have been offered to large wine firms in 
.Berlin, but have found no buyers for two 
principal reasons; the first being that 
the price was too high in view of the 
rate-of exchange, and the second that 
German consumers of ‘foreign wine pre- 
fer French, Spanish and Italian wine to 
that of California, which is not known 
here. ' 

As one of the largest wine dealers 
here, Kimpinski, explained to Tow Timms 
correspondent, ‘the Berlin public would 
have to be educated first to appreciate 
California wine, which is‘ much richer 
than Moselle or Rhine wine, and. even 
then it is more than doubtful if \Ber- 
liners would pay the high prices which 
the California deaters are not inclined 
to reduce, evidently hoping that ‘some 
‘day their wine might return matured to 
delight Americans tired .of prohibition.

Boston Professor Declares It. a 
Nataral Instinct Like Eating, 
Fighting and Mating. 


BOSTON, Jan.'22.—Dancing is an in- 
stinct which is very much: better ex- 
pressed than suppressed, said Professor 
Emil Carl Wilm, head of the Depart- 
ment of Psychology at Boston Univer- 
sity; in a seplous defense. of natural 
pleasures today. 

‘* Danting serves a useful social end,’ 
he added. “It gives married people 
the opportunity to associate with per- 
sons of the opposite sex under conven- 
tional circumstances, and it helps up- 
hold conventional society. 

‘‘ Dancing is an instinct like eating, 
fighting and mating. There is no one 
who can’t dance, as it is only accentuat- 
ed walking.. My two-and-a-half-year-old 
son one-steps and: fox-trots. 

‘* Modern. dancing is partly sensual, 
partly an expression of a love for 
rhythm and partly much-needed exer- 
cise. All of these functions are natural 
and therefore the appeal of dancing 
cannot help but. be widespread. Our 
highly conventional society suppresses a 
great many natural pleasures, but danc- 
ing has not been abolished by the blue 
law reformers yet, and it is one of the 
few natural pleasures left. , 

‘““The overemphasis that is sometimes 
placed on dancing is the result of what 

sychologists know as inhibitions. Un- 
ess normal instincts get:an expression 
or have some compensation they are apt 
to burst out ‘in unusual forms. 

‘For instance, all women have the 
maternal instinct and the modern bache- 
lor woman, her instinct unsatisfied and 
repressed, compensates by taking a pas- 
sionate interest in animals, or else she 
becomes a champion of feminism.”’

BECK ON THE-CRIME WAVE. 


Suggests Application .of the Vene- 
tian Code in Dealing With Robbers. 


Speaking last night before ‘about 1,- 
000 members of the 24 Karat Club at 
their: nineteenth, annual dinner at the 
Waldorf,’ James M. Beck sati that the 
present wave of crime had*no parallel 
since the eighteenth century. ‘‘ Our 
lives are continually in jeopardy,’’ he 
safd; ‘and we do not know from day 
to day what is going to befall us.’’ 

He told what the Venetian Council of 
Ten did when thugs, highwaym@ and 
burglars became too numerous in those 
days. The council. would issue a procla- 
mation, he said, whi promised 
amnesty for the past sins of those 
highwaymen who would kill one or more 
of their fellow criminals. Mr. Beck 
jocosely added. that he would commend 
such action to Commissioner Enright. 

‘We are now at the culmination of a 
three century moyement which has 
transferred the political centre of the 
world from the Thames, the Seine and 
the Tiber to the Mississippi and the 
Hudson,’’ he said.

BERNE, Jan. 22.—Switzerland is now 
overwhelmed with young girls looking 
for situations 'as domestic. servants.

Eggs Come High, It Stems, Be- 
cause SoMany Are Broken in: 
Getting to the Market. 


AND IT IS NOT NECESSARY 


American Railway Express Starts 
an Anti-Breakage Campaign, and 
_ Supt. James Tells Why. —-- 


In all big business this is an era of 
saving. -Economy is. the watchword in 
all the big corporations—economy in 
operation, machinery, Iaber, food and 
supplies of all kinds, but especially food. 
Now, take eggs— 

In the office of H. M. James, Superin- 
tendént of Claims for the American 
Railway Express Company, is a portfolio 
full of most .convincing-looking photo- 
graphs of broken eggs. And there need 
not be any smashed eggs, or at any rate 
not half so many, according to Mr. 
James. So the express company has 
started an educational compaign = for 
making egg travel. safe. 

Efforts are being made to reach the: 
big egg shippers in different parts of the 
country, bringing home to them the 
needless loss in eggs, and trying to get 
them to comply with rules of packing 
and shipping which will avert unneces- 
sary losses both to themselves and the 
express company. Another campaign 
anfong handlers, including all company 
employes, is also under way. - Agricult- 
ural colleges and State institutions are 
co-operating, in an effort to bring forc- 
ibly before the public the fact that there 
is a tremendous: and constant loss in 
eggs, much of it needless. The express 
company is advertising broadcast the 
fact that it will welcome suggestions for 
the packing and shipping of eggs. It 
wants new ideas for containers, already 
patented or otherwise, all of which ideas 
will be sifted and tried out. _ 

Pending the discovery of the perfect 
egg container, eggs shipped in the case 
now in general use, the standard thirty- 
dozen affair familiar to every one, would 
stand a better chance if shippers would 
not neglect to insert the excelsior-filled 
pads’ which are supposed to be used. 
‘These ‘‘ cushions,’’ as they are called, 
theoretically go on the bottom of each 
egg case, and on the top, as well as 
under the top layer of eggs. 

‘“* We don’t get a very large propor- 
tion of. shippers to use the three cush- 
ions, howéver, although the cost would 
be but 6 cents to the case,’’ said Mr. 
James. ‘‘ They stand the loss—and the 
public pays more for its eggs,"’ 


“Honeycomb ’’ Fillers. 


Better than the egg. cushions in some 
respects are the brown-. cardboard 
‘‘ honey-comb "’ fillers, five tiers in each 
side of the casé, which hold three doze 
eggs each, and the criss-cross’ section 


which leave spaces two and a. quarter 
inches high. hese would be almost per- 
fect, or at least better, than anything 
else, according to Mr. James, if thé, 
faithful hen could be jnduced to lay eggs | 
exactly to measure, or if shippers would 
ship eggs of éxactly uniform sizé: But 
cases come through with eggs two and 
a-half inches in length, or even as long 
as two and seven-eighths. These: bigger 
eggs are the ones that arrive broken. 
They project beyond the top of the filler 
and are pressed-upon by the “‘ flat,’’ the 
fuain sheet of cardboard which divides 
ayer from layer. Therefore, they are 
bound to be broken. The small egg, too, 
-which lies down tamely on its side in 
the little square compartment, hasn’t a 
very good chance of. arriving intact if 
the case gets:much jarring en route. 
The strength of the egg, it is well 
known, is in thé end, not ’the side, a 
very slight jar. or shock serving to break 
an egg lying on its side. 

Thén the ‘‘ hohey-comb fillers’’ are 
soon weakened and softened by damp- 
ness, according to Mr. James. There- 
after they bend and the eggs may move 
back and forth and strike on the edge 
of the case or on the dividing board in 
the centre. After it has been used 
once the filler has usually absorbed 
enough moisture from the eges to soften 
the cardboard. In examinging eggs, the 
fillers are usually lifted out, so that the 
little projecting notched ends, called 
‘tips,”’ get bent. After that they hardly 
hold_the eggs in position at all. 

In the good old days before high 
prices, eggs were so cheap that nobody 
much was intérested in the question of 
packing them, and any effort. to im- 
prove packing and shipping methods 
met the response: ‘Too expensive.’’ 
But now things are different, and, with 
the present high cdst of what the small 
boy calls ‘‘ hen fruit,’’ dealers are more 
interested in the matter of egg break- 


age. 

Figures for egg breakage, according to 
claims passing through the office of the 
American Railway Express Company, 
are truly enormous. The Produce News 
of Jan. 15 set the amount ‘at $100,000 
monthly, practically all for thé four- 
teen Bastern States,.and mostly on 
shipments from the States ef Pennsyl- 
vania and New York, 


Eggs From Afar. 


‘“‘ Begs are moving freely. Hens have 
laid. well throughout the Winter so far 
on account of the open Winter and 


shipments have been heavy,’’ said Mr. 
James the other day in discussing the 
new campaign. ‘‘ Eggs come here from 
the South, the Southwest and the West, 
in addition to the general movement 
from rearer points. The proportion of 
breakage bears no relation to the dis- 
tance. Perhaps in a journey from a 
point 100 miles away, the shipment is 
handled:’ more times than a shipment 
coming from a distant point. The 
number of times a case is handled, in 
express service will average higher, 
anyway, than in freight service. 

“A great many ong for the New 
York market come from California. 
Begs are caming from China, too, and 
recently. we have had eggs from Argen- 
tina. Now, out of one shipment of 
6,000 cases from Argentina, last Fall, 
2,000 cases were utterly worthless when 
received, through breakage. Yet a 
couple of weeks ago a lot of 4,000 cases 
came to New. York from China, of 
which only an approximate six dozen 
showed breakage.. The reason was that 
the Chinese sniprecnt was more care- 
fully packed and a specially constructed 
filler used.’’ 

“The method now in use, hogever, is 
not the proper one,”’ said Mr. James. 
There should be an improved method of 
packing. The losses are tremendous in 
this very valuable food product. The 
best device, in my opinion, among those 
already pewter and on the market is 
the cup-filler, where the ordinary card- 
board flat is replaced by one with mold- 
ed cuplike indentations. The thick 
molded pulpboard of this cup-filler sys- 
tem affords more protection to the egg, 
which is kept in an upright position in 
its compartment.”

Husband, Suing, Says Wife 
Should Have’ Proposed to De- 
ceased Husband’s Brother. 


REQUIREMENT FOR WIDOWS 


St 


Declares She Made False State- 
ments—Justice Decides It Is 
a Case for a Jury. 


One of the most untisual matrimonial 
actions ever filed here was ~disclosed 
through a decision in the Supreme Court 
yesterday by Justice Lydon upholding 
the complaint and directing a trial by 
jury of a suit by Jacob Friezner against 
Mrs. Caroline Friezner to annul a mar- 
riage ceremony under the orthodox Jew- 
ish practice because his wife brought 
about the marriage by making false 
statements. 

The fraud alleged is that the wife 
represented that she had ‘ observed, 
abided by, and-gone through a certain 
Jewish orthodox religious practice which 
requires a widow who has never had 
children, and whose deceased husband 
has a brother surviving, to ask said 
brother of the deceased husband to 
marry her, and that if said brother is 
either unwilling or unable, the re- 
quired ceremony is for the widow ‘to 
remove his shoe with a certain cere- 
mony.”’ 

Justice Lydon said that the ceremony 
referred to is no doubt that contained 
in the -Book of Deuteronomy, Chapter 
25, Sections 5 to 10, reading as follows: 

‘3. If brethren dwell together and one 
of them die and have no child the wife of 
the dead‘ shall not marry without unto a 
‘stranger; her husband's brother shall go 
in unto her and také her to him to e 
and perform the.duty of ‘2 husband's 
brother unto her. 6.-And it shall be that 
the first. born rch ae th shall 
sueceéd in the HAme r which 
is dead, that his name be not out of 
Israel. 7. And ff the man like not to 
take his brother’s wife, 
brother’s wife go up to the gate unto the 
elders and say, My husband’s brother re- 
fuseth to raise up unto -his brother a 
hame in Israel; he will not perform the 
duty of my husband’s brother. 8. Then 
the elders of his city shall call him and 
speak unto him, and if he stand to it and 
say, I like not to take her; 9. Then Shall 
his brother’s wife come unto him in the 
presence of the elders and loose his shoe 
from off his foot and spit in his face and 
shall answer and say, So shall it be done 
unto that man that will not build up. his 
brother's house.

Asserts There Were No Children. 


The complaint alleged further that the 
defendant falsely and fraudulently rep- 
resented that children were born to her 
as the result of her first marriage and 
that the children were living, which 
would not necessitate the religious cere- 
mony above set forth. The plaintiff said 
that he is of the orthodox Jewish faith 
and that he would not have married the 
defendant had the facts beerl known~to 
him because ‘‘ she is in ‘fact a widow 
who never had children as 
her prior marriage.’’ 

When the complaint was served on 
Mrs. Friezner her attorney filed a 
demurrer contending that, although the 
allegations made in the complaint were 
true, no cause of action for the annul- 
ment of the marriage was stated, and 
the case came before Justice Lydon on 
the. husband’s application to overrule 
the demurrer and compel his wife to 
answer. 

Justice Lydon refers to the ruling by 
the Appellate Division in the case of 
Fisk vs. Fisk, relating to the annulment

Court said: 

““The contract of marriage is some- 
thing more than a mere civil agreement 
between the parties, the existence of 
which affect» only themselves. It: is 
the basis of the family, and its dissolu- 
tion, as well as its formation, is a 
matter of public policy in which the 
body of the community is deeply inter- 
ested, and it is to be governed by other 
considerations than those which obtain 
with regard to an ordinary civil con- 
tract; * * *- that the fraud which 
shall invalidate the contract must be 
something more than a mere representa- 
tion as to collateral matters; * * * that 
no fraud will avoid a marriage which 
does not go to the very essence of the 
contract.’’ 


Says Jury Should Decide. 


Justice Lydon said that in the case be- 
fore him the plaintiff belfeves in the 
‘‘ principles and rituals of the orthodox 
faith of the Mosaic Laws,” and the 
plaintiff ‘‘ made particular inquiry of 
the defendant to make certain that they 
would be married according to the laws 
of Moses and Israel.’’ The court said 
that the question is “ not without dif- 
ficulty,’”’ and added: 

‘t] firmly believe that upon a motion 
of this kind the Court should not. at- 
tempt to determine the, seriousness of 
the fraud, or whether not‘ it is suf- 
ficient t6 warrant the decreeing. of. an 
annulment. The conservation of jus- 
tice requires that this question must 
necessarily be determinefl by means of 
a trial, for only after hearing witnesses 
and the presentation of the ca in its 
entirety can ‘this. fact best be. judged.”’

The automatic device by which one 
man can operate all of the doors on a 
subway train was publicly tested Friday 
afternoon by the Brooklyn Rapid Tran- 
sit Company. <A two-car train left the 
Court Street station at 2:30 with pas- 
sengers consisting in part of a dozen 
newspaper men and several officials. 

The guard stood at the centre door of 
the first car and by the use of a levet 
opened and closed all of the doors of 
the two cars without mishap. The train 
ran to Queens Borough and back. 

It was explained that one guard could 
operate an eight-car train, the limit on 
the B. R. T. subway lines, as easily 
and safely as-trains of fewer cars. Ar- 
riving at a station, the solitary guard 
called through a telephone the name of 
the station, and made the usual re- 


quests to passengers to ‘‘ step lively.’’ 
Bach word was distinctly heard in both 


cars. 

Asked what measures would be taken 
to prevent accidents during rush- hours, 
J. F. Eagan, Superintendent of Trans- 
portation, replied that it might be neces- 
sary to have platform guards during 
the busy periods. 


Train to Ge in Service. 


The train tried out will be put on the 
regular schedule on the Fourth Avenue 
line. tomorrow,.,and as soon as others 
can be equipped with the device they 
will be added: “The device has been 

rfected by John J. Sinclair, Assistant 
Buperintendent of Equipment. 

It ‘was said that the company. employs 
2,200 guards on the subway trains at an 
average wage of $5 a day. No one on 
how many 
men thé device would replace, but it was 
stated that the forcé of guards eventual- 
ly you be reduced by at least 60 per 
cent. 

The safety devices which prevent a 
starting signal from reaching the motor- 
man until all doors are clo will be 
ontinued. Thig is worked*®y an arm 
hat controls e signal system. The 
car doors are operated- with just enough 
pressure to avoid accidents. 


How the System Works. 


“The most ‘interesting feature of the 
train’ from the’ traveling public's point 
of view is the telephone,’’ says a state- 
ment of .the company. ‘’ Passengers 
who boarded the car which had“ no 
guard at the centre door looked up in 
amazement when they. heard a voice 
ealling from what appeared to be a hole 


in the celling at each end of the car and. 


advising them to ‘ watch your step.’ The 
conductor is equipped with a tele- 

hone apparatus similar to the. or- 

inary. transmitter of- the telephone, 
to which is attached a cord and plug 
simila® tO that used by a switchboard 
operator. .The conductor inserts this 
plug in thé telephone jack on the wey 
board. . When this plug is inserted in 
the jack, it connects up the telephone 
system throughout the train, and every 
word spoken into the transmitter by the 
comductor is amplified ang reproduced 
thr h the receivers located at each 
end of the ceiling of the cars. 

“The multiple door equipment of the 
B. R. T. trains has several new features 
to safeguard the traveling public. . All 
of the B. R. T. subway cars are equipped 
with an apparatus by which one guard 
controlls all three pairs of doors at each 
sidé of the car. The new equipmeént en- 
ables one trainman to control @ll the 
doors in' two dr more cars, and with the 
telephone device, which enables one 
trainman to make announcements in 
several cars, it is possible to operate 
several cars .with only one conductor.”’

Insurance and business men with inter- 
ests on the waterfront have had sevéral 
conferences. récently- to try to bring 
about Governmental action to lessen the 
fire hazard caused by the ever increasing 
pollution of the waters of New York 
Harbor by oil illegally discharged from 
oil-burning steamships and from indus- 
trial plants along the shore.. Those par- 
ticlpating in the conference will seek to 
bring about the enactment of ‘a law by 
Congress to prevent the dumping of oil. 
by ships within 100 miles of the’ coast 
and also to obtain an increased appro- 
priation to enable Captain Roy W. 
Smith, Supervisor of New York Harbor,” 
to bring about.a more strict enforcement 
$f the laws prohibiting pollution of the 
harbor than has-been possible with the 
means at his command. 

The Committee on Appropriations of 
the House of Representatives has cut 
Captain Smith's estimate of the $1,198,- 
000 needed by his office to $109,260, the 
amount appropriated last year. This it 
was said, would not be sufficient to 
maintain the present harbor patrol force 
of six steam tugs and-a launch and 
would result in only. two: tugs, being in 
permanent commission near Sandy Hook 
and one for inner harbor work. The 
appropriation recommended by the com- 
mittee provides $14,260 for inspectors, 
deputy inspectors and office force and 
$95,000/for the maintenance of the fleet. 


Captain Smith’s Estimates. 


Captain Smith asked an appropriation 
of $142,000 for salaries of the present of- 
fice force, inspectors and crews of the 
vessels of the patrol fleet; $92,000 for 
urgent, long-needed repairs ; $100,000 for 
repairs to the tug Barnegat, received 
from the:navy to replace the patrol ves- 
sel Nimrod, condemned and ordered to 
be sold + $43,000-for the maintenance and 
crew of’ the Barnegat, $600,000 for the 
purchase of three tugs similar to the 
Barnegat, . $130,000 for their crews, and 
$90,000. for fifty additional inspectors—a 
total of $1,198,000, 

It had..been Captain Smith's intention 
to ‘use the increased: fores to bring about 
a strict observance of the law against 
dumping oil from the oil-burning steam-~- 
ships by a’more rigid patrol_and inspec- 
tion system. At- present: it. has been 
found almost impossible to bring about 
conviction because of the difficulty of 
obtaining evidence, .as the: steamships 
blow .out the waste oil from théir tanks 
under water and it would be necessary 
to have an- inspector on board to get 
proof of. the violation. } 

Violations are also said to be frequent 
Lon the part of industrial plants.on the 
shore. .So far, there has been only one 
conviction. in ‘the Federal courts for a 
violation, “although many complaints 
have been made, and that was on the 
New Jersey shore,

Federal Law to Be Asked. 


It was decided at this conference to 
recommend the enactment of a Federai 
law to protect all harbors.

Mr. Stewart said that the hazard from 
oll ‘pollution in New York bor was 
real and was increasing., Already, he 
said, several fires had started from this 
cause but had fortunately been smioth- 
ered in their incipiency. An effort will 
be made to interest owners of water- 
front property generally in the move- 
ment. Dock Commissioner Hulbert has 
already called the. attention of Mayor 
Hylan to the danger and suggest a 
conference to take steps to meet it 
through special preparation by Fire De- 
partment and by preventive methods. 

In addition to the fire hazard, the oii 
has caused great. d e to the 
beaches. Every Summer for the last 
two or three years there have been 
complaints from dwellers on the .Long 
Island, Staten Island and Néw Jersey 
shores, and bathing on some of the 
beaches has been spoiled temporarily 
by heavy, deposits of oil.

attain again, and in ¢circles where it was 
regarded as the beginning of the march 
to destruction. In all history there can 
hardly be found so complete a@ peripety 
‘as the story of the rise and fall of the 
German Empire. 

Deutschland iiber Alles was not a mere 
pious aspiration of the German chauvin- 
ist on Aug. 1, 1914; it represented, in 
most fields of human activity, an incon- 
trovertible fact. The nation which was 
united in 1871 was pre-eminent in 
nothing but military and political 
strength. At that moment Bismarck 
and the army seemed Germany’s only 


_ qualifications for the attainment of 


material greatnéss. The German mind, 
to be sure, was ‘known, and on the whole 
favorably known, abroad; but it was not 
regarded as the sort of mind adapted to 
great practical accomplishments. Ger- 
many was the land of great musicians, 
of plehsantly sentimental lyric’poets, of 
profound but foggy philosophers, of uni- 
versities where pure science and destruc- 
tive criticism had: been developed to a de- 
gree that amazed and sometimes rather 
startled the outer world, but where the 
best intellects seemed devoted to the 
worship of abstractions incomprehensible 
to the more practical intelligence of 
other nations. Germany was a poor 
country, a poorly developed country. The 
revolutionary efforts: culminating in the 
few years following 1848 had shown an 
almost complete absence of political in- 
telligence among the people; and, largely 
on the showing of the poets of the time, 
the Germans were supposed to be pos- 


- .gessed of a gentle melancholy, a polite 


pessimism inclined to relieve itself by 
song or to drown its sorrows in the mild 
brews of the country. 

To be sure, that was not the sort of 
nation that could strike down the 


» , greatest military Power in Europe and 
raise itself at once to a position of sur- 


passing strength. But the men who had 
written sentimental poetry and sung 
melancholy songs were not the men who 
had made the new Germany. These 
were hard men—poor men, most of them; 
land-poor at any rate, agrarian aristo- 


» erats devoid of the amenities of aristoc- 


racy, impervious to the sentimental de- 


_* liquescence so prevalent among the South 


» Germans, and sincerely devoted to a 
“narrow ‘but intense ideal of military 


gutocracy sanctified by religion and sup- 


ported’ by the loyal dévotion of a war- 


re ‘making nobility. The cavernous dimness 
__ of German philosophy was as foreign to 


“the temper of most of these men as was 


the sentimental languor of German song, 
or the proféund revolution in all music 
‘hich was being made in their time by

triumphs in’ other fields. ‘The qualities 


| of: industry, thrift, frugality inherent. in 


the German people .were not unknown; 
they had been exemplified abroad ‘by 
the great- numbers 6f Germans who had 
fled from political tyranny or been at- 
tracted by the opportunity of a fresh be- 
ginning in America. On that foundation: 
the makers of the new Germany began 
to build with the scientific thoroughness 
that the military men had shown in 
previous decades. ‘Their success was no 
less astounding. When the long period 


o -of- peace and prosperity ended in 1914 


Germany stood at the front of Western 
civilization, Industrially and commer- 
cially she seemed as strong as any of her 
rivals, and her progress was mére rapid 
than that of any competitor. German 
business men were going all over the 
world, sométimes opening new markets, 
more often -developing or attracting 
trade that others had opened up. German 
factories produced goods which German 
merchant ships carried everywhere, In 
the work of applying modern discoveries 
and inventions to the meeting of the 
‘material needs of the world the Germans 
were far in the lead. German industrial 
chemistry, to name the most obvious ex- 
ample, was. as pre-eminent in 1914 as 
German military science, ‘The profits of 
this astounding development had on the 
whole been wisely distributed. There 
were poor in Germany,. and many ‘of 
them; but their poverty was not destitu- 
tion, and a fatherly Government had seen 
that their immediate wants were met and 
that they had little opportunity to de- 
-velop new cravings: Germany in 1914 
awas 9, happy countty. .There:were com- 
“plaints about the taxes; there was a 
certain amount of restlessness at the 
overbearing manners of the military 
caste; but even this was tempered’ by the 
conviction that the military caste had 
made Germany great and that taxes 
were a useful investment for the — 
vation of that greatness. 

And Germany had won not. only the 
substance of success, but still more its 
show. Great as was her accomplish- 
ment, her reputation was still ‘greater. 
The brilliant work of the German uni- 
versity had led the world to accept uni- 
versity products which were not brilliant 
but only:German. In the business world 
‘occasionally and in the academic world 
almost universally an inferior article 
with the Made-in-Germany label was 
preferred té ‘something better with’ a less 
widely advertised trade-mark. German 
efficiency, deserving of much respect, 
was respected in 1914 even more widely 
than it deserved; for the world did not 
realize just then that in certain fields 
it had not been operative. 

The Germany of material wealth and 
power was a great success—such a suc- 
cess as no other nation had attained in a 
like spate of time in all history. What 
was left ofthe old Germany? German 
music still held first place, though by 
1914 it was living chiefly on the accumu- 
lated merit of the past. German phi- 
losophy, for a long time pre-eminent, 
was only slowly losing its primacy. The 
poets who in the early decades of the 
nineteenth century had written sad but 
graceful songs had vanished; their de- 
scendants had either gone in for some- 
thing more profitable or slipped down 
from ineffectuality to decadence. Some- 
“thing of the same sort had happened to 
the German liberalism which had flour- 
ished between Leipzig and Sadowa; its 
devotees had. gone over to the new and 
triumphant cult or had fallen back to the 
political-religious Socialist movement. 
Yet in most of the fields which Germany 
had cultivated so profitably in the days 
of her political backwardness triumphant 
Germany was still honorably eminent, 
and the prestige of her more material 
achievements operated strongly to main- 
tain a reputation in other fields which 
if left to itself might have been ap- 
preciably dimmed. 

Gérmany’s greatness in 1914 was un- 


not begrudged by her neighbors. In only 
one field was it a sham greatness, in- 
securely based, and that was the field 
where BISMARCK and MOLTKE had shone 
so brilliantly years before. The Ger- 
man Army was still the greatest in tHe 
world, still the most highly rated by all 
military students; and wher it came to 
the test it did indeed perform brilliant 
exploits for more than four years. But 
it failed to accomplish its purpose, and 
failed largely through inherent defects 
of its own system and its own leaders. 
Germany had an imposing position in 
international polities from 1871 to 1914, 
but for the last twenty years. of that 
period she held it merely by possession 
of a formidable military power which she 
was constantly threatening to use. A 
nation which talks war on every occasion 
has a certain advantage over nations 
which do not care to think of war unless 
there is no possible alternative. While 
BisMARCK held office Germany’s political 
predominance rested on his genius; when 
he was removed, German international 
policy had no recourses but the incessant 
shaking of the fist and rattling of the 
saber. Germany must have her own 
way, and let those who opposed her be 
prepared for the consequences. A day 
came when they concluded that/ it. would 
be better to take the consequences’ than 
submit to this eternal bullying, and the 
Germany of 1921 is the result. 

Germany was ruined in 1914 by the 
same dynasty, the same class and the 
same methods which magnified Germany 
in. 1870. They were methods fundamen-

What 


is, perhaps. more serious still. for the 


future. of Germany, her industrial and 


commercial life is in chaos, and there is 


| grave suspicion that this chaos has de- 


liberately been intensified in the hope of 
evading her obligations. If a reduction 
of the indemnity could be bought in that 


“way, the price would be far. too high; 


for Germany might find that recovery 
too long delayed is impossible. 

The ruin of Germany was brought 
about by her dynasty and her ruling 
class, but the German people stood by 
and: were consenting. In an editorial 
article published in this paper on Dec. 
‘15, 1914, it. was declared that the Ger- 
man people could gain nothing by a suc- 
cessful issue of the war; that such an 
issue was in any case out of the question, 
for a world which had lived in friend- 
ship with a great and prosperous Ger- 
many would not permit Germany to de- 
stroy without excuse the greatness and 
prosperity of her neighbors. The Ger- 
man people were warned that if they 
continued to tolerate the dominance of 
the men who had made this needless and 
ruinous war they must pay for the 
damage they had done, and they were 
urged to throw off that dominance while 
there was yet time. To counsels of this 
sort the Germans remained deaf so long 
as they thought they would win the war. 
Disillusionment. came only when the 
great war machine at lest broke down; 
then indeed the Germans threw off the 
monarchist and aristocratic leadership 
that had ruined them, but they did it in 
the hope of escaping payment for the 
devastation that Germany had brought 
upon Europe. 

Yet. the republic has survived more 
than: two years—survived against Bol- 
shevist risings and against attempts to 
restore the old aristocratic rule. It is 
not yet secure; the men who made the 
victorious ; Germany: pf 1874, and who 
brought to ruin thé gfeat and prosper- 
ous Germany of 1914, are ‘not converted 
from their ideals; to all appearance they 
never will be converted. They are still 
plotting, still waiting for the day when 
they can begin once more the old process 
of military conquest, and they still hope 
that in, the future as in the past they 
can drag or drive a docile people with 
them. The world can tolerate their over- 
lordship no more in the future than it 
could in the past. If they regain control 
of Germany, they can only lead the Ger- 
man people into still deeper abysses of 
misery. For the injury done under their 
guidance from 1914 to 1918 reparation 
must be made; that is the first and chief 
requirement laid on the German people. 
But unless that people has lost the qual- 
ities by which it rose to such heights in 
the latter part of the nineteenth century 
it will consider the causes of its downfall, 
it will realize that the world has no 
jealousy for a Germany that is willing to 
be a good neighbor, and it will resolve 
that the old Junker domination is ended 
as definitely as the rule of the Hohen- 
zollerns, that the leadership of .the 
Baltic aristocrats stands condemned . by 
even the most elementary selfish con- 
sidération—it cost mote than it was 
worth. 


PROGRESSIVE HISTORY. 


The Vice President-elect was in a 
happy vein in addressing the Vermont 
Historical Society. “True history,” said 
Governor COooLiDcE, “while ever a con- 
“ servative force, yet holds. the only ‘war- 
“yant for real progress. It is igtorance 
“of its teachings which leads men of 
“ good intentions to advocate either reac- 
“tion or revolution.” Both reaction and 
revolution have served as stages of prog- 
ress, but have generally led to something 
quite different from what either in- 
tended, and far better. ; 

History itself is subject to the laws 
of progress. It is as far as the poles 
from being the thing, fixed and immuta- 
ble, which fond historians have imagined. 
It is not merely or even chiefly that it is 
altered by new researches, the discovery 
of additional facts. What has chiefly, 
changed it is the dévelopment of a new 
consciousness in each new epoch as to es- 
sential principles of life. Once a mere 
chronicle of wars and dynasties, it soon 
came to include the lives of all eminent 
men. In more modern times it reached 
out to find a truer foundation in the de- 
velopment of nations as such. ‘The rise 
of the mercantile world, and of a knowl- 
edge of its laws, led the first enthusiasts 
of socialism to find that the real basis 
of history is economic. Repentant. So- 
cialists, repelled by this harsh material- 








,ism, have found a truer basis in psychol- 


ogy—in the growth of the human soul. 
Quite recently students of anthropology 
have found, or have thought they have 
found, that the determining factor in 
history is race. As often as a new idea 
has been thrown into the lap of the muse; 
she has found that her raiment is trans- 
formed, her very character,. She is the 
chameleon of muses, taking all her color 
from ‘the changing time. % 
Satirists of history have eitinerated 
some scores of tauses, to each of which 


has been attributed, solely or chiefly, the 
decline and fall of the Roman Empire.

Thus the unhealthy stout 
man grows léaner on the links. 
a simple cure: merely a case of solvitur 
ambulando. 








THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


An argument ‘used in the House of 
Representativés the other day, when the 
question of increasing the membership 
to 483 came up, was that the House of 
Commons had a larger membership. 
This was really a boomerang argument, 
for the popular chamber in England is 
crowded, uncomfortable, ill ventilated, 
and its accommodations for the law- 
makers are primitive. On this point let 
one of its members, Lieut. Col. GERALD 
B. Hurst, be quoted: 


Other assemblies are housed in rooms 
which are adequate for their numbers, 
which are circular in shape, and which 
are furnished with appropriate desks. 
Ours finds sitting accommodation for 
barely half its personnel in a chamber 
of an inconveniently oblong shape, and 
with no ledge for ink or for papers in 
front of members. * * * We may 
enjoy no desks; but, on the other hand, 
we throw no inkpots. 


In an article ‘in The Nineteenth Cen- 
tury, from. which the above is taken, 
Colonel Hurst calls the House of Com- 
mons the Mother pf Parliaments, but he 


speaks frankly about some of its short- . 


comings. It is because the Mother of 
Parliaments is august with age, and has 
long enjoyed a reputation for dignity, 
common sense and practical legislation 
that here in America we are inclined to 
look up to it as a model for deliberative 
assemblies. It continues to be old-fash- 
ioned in its consideration for the men 
who do business there; that is to say, 
they are expected to work under phys- 
ical disadvantages. By comparison the 
House of Representatives, with its lib- 
eral floor space, comfortable seats, desks 
for papers and writing materials, and 
numerous committee rooms, is luxurious. 
In fact, in so many ways are the ease 
and convenience of the American Repre- 
sentatives consulted that conditions in 
the House of Commons seem archaic. 
When it comes to the conduct of business 
and the behavior of the respective law- 
makers in these unsettled times, the 
Americans have nothing to extenuate or 
apologize for. Their House of Repre- 
sentatives is the more sober and digni- 
fied body, although it does have inkpots 
to throw if it wants to do so. The House 


of Commons sometimes resembles a bear: 


pit; it has degenerated in manners and 
deportment, whereas the House of Rep- 


.resentatives has improved in both. Ene- 


mies of Mr. Lioyp GrorcEe say that he 
sets a bad example in the House of Com- 
mons.. A savage critic observes: 


The House of Commons was once the 
greatest instrument of its kind in the 
world, but Mr. Lioyp Grorag has played 
on it like the leader of a jazz orchestra 
till all is noise and vulgarity. 


But to hold one'man responsible for 
the unseemly behavior of his associates 
is to exhibit narrow partisanship. The 
House of Commons has gradually become 
an unruly as well as an unwieldy body. 
The scene the'other, day, when members 
howled like jackals -and lost all self- 
control’ when JOSEPH DEVLIN, with his 
fighting spirit up, defied the once august 
assembly, was a reproach to British tra- 
ditions. It may be true that the Irish

Colonel’ Hurst declares significantly 
that “the most obvious of, all apparent 
“ vices is a-terrible waste of time in de- 
“bate.” So honors are easy, or perhaps 
‘the advantage in loquacity is with the 
House of Commons. There, as in this 
country, the statute book is appallingly 
cumbered with urnecessary laws. But 
there are some things to be said in favor 
of England’s popular body. Flag-waving 
is considered. bad form. Members are 
often ruggedly independent. Business 
men abound; “the lawyers are taboo.” 
Here in America there are far too few 
business men in Congress and altogether 
too many lawyers. 








LITERARY DISARMAMENT. 


Speaking at a luncheon of the Au- 
thors’ League, Mr. LOWELL BRENTANO 
lately broached a project for the more 
efficient advertising of literature. The 
Publishers’ Association estimates that 
the average American family buys 600 
newspapers and magazines a year and 
but one book. In the entire country 
there are only some 200,000 “ persistent 
book buyers ”—one-fifth of 1 per cent. of 
the population. How to reach the other 
99 4-5 per cent.? 

It igs not just like advertising soap.or 
soda biscuit. ‘When the consumer once 
begins buying these commodities he is 
likely to keep on. The manufacturer 
does not have to create a new customer 


for each cake of soap, each cracker. But 


when the bookseller has sold one volume 
he has to begin all over again with a 
new one, or a new customer. Obviously, 
a different technique is required, a more 
refined’ approach—something like that 
of the florists. ‘Say. it with books” 
| would be an obvious crib; but how about 
“a house without books is a house with- 
out windows”? The Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation and the Booksellers’ Association 
have combined for a three years’ adver- 
tising ¢ampaign in which they are to 
spend $100,000 yearly. 

There are, however, difficulties. 


every year.’ "To ‘carry in stock even ‘a 
‘single copy of each new book would re- 
quire a yearly investment of some $12,- 


.600. The oversupply reacts against the 


author. As soon as he produces a new 
nove: his previous novel becomes “ old.” 
The public refuses to buy any book but 
the latest and warmest from the griddle. 


Thus rapid-fire production, which many . 


publishers urge upon their authors, re- 
sults in arresting their progress by the 
simple but painful process of stepping 
on their own toes. So Mr. BRENTANO ad- 


‘vocates what he calls literary disarma- 


ment. Make the.books fewer, and pro- 

portionately better. Make them worthy 

of a three years’ advertising campaign. 
It is a project that commands the 


admiration and sympathy of all who be- 
‘lieve in higher education. One may not 
agree with Mr. BRENTANO that'it is vi- |. 


tally necessary to lessen the number of

PROFIT IN FOREIGN TRADE. 


' The imposing names associated with the 
Foreign Trade Financing Corporation 
are an assurance both that it will have 
business to do ‘and resources with which 
to do it. The important consideration of 
how that business shall be done depends 
on the character of the corporation it- 
self, and that will be formed partly by 
the law under which the corporation 
works, and for the rest by the character 
of its head. The law puts the corpora- 
tion under the observation of the Federal 
Reserve Board, and there is a well-ad- 
vanced movement to borrow from the 
board its Governor’ as the organizer of 
the corporation. There could be no bet- 
ter assurance of co-operation between 
the domestic and foreign business of the 
country than the transfer of Governor 
HARDING to a position full of perplexities 
and responsibilities of a ‘novel sort. It 
is no small sacrifice to undertake the 
new task. But Governor Harpina is 
still in his early maturity, well within 
the age when adventure is stimulating, 
and any doubts might well be settled by 
his consciousness of support based on 
recognition of what he already has done. 
Although his acceptance is not yet an- 
nounced, it is likely that his address in 
this city, before ‘what he called the 
“most. powerful banking group in the 
world,” was made in anticipation of the 
expected transfer. 
expressed are significant as a declara- 
tion of policy. His view was-a world 
view, far broader than the vision of 
those who regard Europe as “ abroad.”

It is a 
banker’s duty to know when to say no— 
something politicians never learn. It is 
no less a banker’s duty to say yes in 
some doubtful circumstances. Governor 
HARpING has said both: yes and-no. His 
no to the inflationist. farmers speaks 
well for his courage, and there will be 
future demands upon it. It is not likely 
that he undervaltes the opportunity ot- 
fered to him as well as to his ‘country, 
ie his declinatiqn will not be presumed

To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

The subject of the neglect of our disabled 
soldiers is claiming much space in the public 
press just now. The most important feature 
of this state of public mind which has per- 
mitted present conditions has, I think, been 
entirely overlooked. The neglect of the dis- 
abled soldier is. the logical result of the 
studied policy of the politicians, and this at- 
titude is reflected by the public. 

The Republican Party all but ignored the 
soldier in its platform, and did ignore en- 
tirely the great cause for which the soldier 
fought. The campaign was fought and won 
on the theory that nothing must be said that 
would offend the pro-German and pacifist’ 
vote.

' dreds of mefi and women are earnestly at 
work ‘and want as ‘many more as possible to 
help them. Thrift does not mean hoarding, 
but means wise spending either for the com- 
forts of life or insurance or bank reserves 


or investing. On Monday I received the fol- 


lowing letter:

Dear Mr. Doherty: 


It has been brought to ‘our attention 
that some of the retail merchants are 
not in. sympathy with.a Thrift. Move- . 
ment at this time, believing it will be” 
harmful to theirbusiness. We are ask- 
.ing a numbér of our speakers to assute 
the merchants that we do not want to 
hurt their business, but want to help. 
Will you. please do what you can to 
help us promptly correet this matter? 


Let me suggest’ that you take this up 
“in your talk at. the Brooklyn Central 
Branch of the Y. M. C. A. to-night, and 
. perhaps you would be willing to-an- 
swer this matter through the press by 
interview or in your own advertising 
space.

This appeals to me as a vastly important 
matter, for we. want the support of these 
“merchants, and, as we are already in the 
campaign and as we can reach so few people 
with our voices, I am glad to pay for the 
necessary space in the daily papers to say a 

’ little bit of the much we might. say “about 
what ‘we hope to accomplish. 


All of us who are whole-heartedly sup- 
porting the Thrift movement believe it is not 
only helpful to business but absolutely neces- 
sary for business. 


As a portion of Thrift Week is aliceddy 
gone, we cannot get together and harmonize 
our differences of opinion; so the only thing 
left for us to do-is to use space in the daily 
papers to present our views and invite those 
who dissent to present. their views. enely: and 
in a like manner. 


We believe that Thrift and Investment is 
at all times helpful to business and that it.is 
particularly neded just now. . Our non-sympa- 
thizers, we undérstand, think Thrift and In- 
vestment is generally a good thing, but that 
just now it will accentuate the so-called Buy- 
ers’ Strike. 


_ Some merchants seem, to think that -an 
American Federation of Retail Buyers. has 
sprung up over night which in strength and 
determination is equal to the American Fed-- 


eration of Labor, and that the first thing the 


new Federation did was to declare a Buyers’ 
Strike. 


There is no more of a “Buyers Strike” among 
the retail buyers than there is a Buyers Strike 
on: the part of the retail merchants themselves. 
Don’t you think that figures would show that. the 
public is buying more from the retail merchant 
than the retail merchant is buying from the jobber 
and the manufacturer? How many retail merchants 


do you think are willing to take the money their | 


retai! customer pays them and pass the proper 
share of it right a ren, to marr and to the 
- factory for more goods 


How many merchants do/you think are stnieati 
carrying less than® rormal stocks?—and how 
many do you. think of those who are carrying 
normal or abnormal stocks gt resist. the temp- 
tation to reduce: their stocks far below normal if 
they could create one retail buying to enable 
them to do so?. . 


Now, we have.all seen some Ea clever 
advertisements telling why he people should buy 
- merchandise liberally. I hope every merchant 
who is hot in sympathy with the National Thrift 
Drive will get these advertisements and read them 
over and make up his mind how much of the 
advice given to the retail buyer he will accept for 
himself and how much of this advice he thinks 
his fellow merchant will accept.

The retail customer does not buy in greater 


‘volume, first, because tey man out of employ- 


ment is not apt to have the money or credit with 


‘ which to buy and the man who is still employed 
sees widespread un mployment and wonders how . 


secure his employment is; second, because a large 
pertion of the public’ think we are going to have 
still lower prices. 


Now, some of the retail. merchants do not buy, 
first, because they fear that, the business depres- 
sidn ‘has become so widespread that the future 
purchasing power of. the American people /has 
been sériously crippled;. second, because they fear 
still lower prices; and, third, because they are 
having difficulty in_ raising the money necessary 
to pay their obligations when they come due. 


There is nothing in the National Thrift move- 
oa which opposes judicious. or tonservative 
‘There is no reason why. the merchant 
shoul “not strive to stimulate pane and there 
is no reason why he should not tell his customer 
that it is his belief that prices have reached the 
bottom, if he really believes it himself. 


But,- Mr. Merchant, jet’s be fair again. 
know prices have been abnormally high. We’ all 
hoped they would come back to~ normal ina 
gradual and. orderly manner—that they would 
‘evolute, not revolute;- but when’ we reached the 
limit_of our banking "credit, and the bankers had 
to call a halt, then, in many cases, factories, jobbers 
and retailers had to sell some of their goods for 
whatever’ they would bring—and here and there 
some commodities had to be sold at less than the 
pre-war cost of production. 


Now, what ‘do you think is the greatest threat. 


of further demoralization of prices? I think the 

atest threat is to have further forced sales. 
Don’t forget that many, and in fact most, of these 
forced sales were not due to lack of capital, but 
due to lack of cash. Don’t forget, either, that 
there are still many factories, jobbers and retailers 


_who are still under a great strain, and although 
»they have an abundance. of capital yet they are 


finding it difficult to find the cash to meet their 
obligations. 


Those of us who are supporting this Nationa! 
Thrift movément believe that money applied to 
these strained situations will do more to help the 
mercantile situation. than a like amount of money 
applied ,to indiscriminate buying. Illustrating 


perhaps by exaggeration, we feel that if the man — 


who hasan appetite to smoke a one doar imported 


‘elgar would ,content himself with a ten cent 


omestic cigar, and would say to the sound 
merchant who is under a-strain: ‘Here is ninety 
cents that I will loan you to help prevent you 
from. being compelled to make ‘a forced sale’ of 
your goods,” we think that this would aid the 
entire business and mercantile situation more than 
if he had bought and smoked the one dollar cigar. 
Now, we know that ninety cents would not help

Dear Sir: | 


It is. not singular in these ‘un- 
settled business conditions that 
both the “thrift” campaign, of 
which you are an eminent expo- 
nent and: spokesman, and ‘the “buy 
now” movement, conducted by the 
National Prosperity Bureau, should 
arouse widespread interest. While 
theré is much that is common 
ground in these .efforts, the im- 
pression persists in many quarters 


‘that their purposes are antagonis- 


tic and that: your, own position in 
many respects is self-contradictory. 

We frankly agree with --your 
views that economy and thrift, un- 


der normal conditions, can and will . 


do much good; with your contea- 
tion that the retailer in many in- 
stances is. himself engaged in a 
buyers’ strike;-and with your pre- 
mise that.economhic conditions have 


been in a large measure the result _ 


of extravagant buying. Likewise, 
we agree with your. conclusions 
that ‘many merchants are disin- 
clined now to replenish their stores 
because of your stated apprehen- 
sions. 


To be equally frank, we find 
ourselves not entirely’ in accord 
with your, explanations of the 


_ causes of these conditions and with 


your proposed remedies. 


The accepted. purpose of the 
“thrift” campaign. projected and 
carried on at ‘this time is to in- 
duce the average man to get along 
with, as little as he possibly can 
and to take the balance of his earn- 
ings and place these-in a Savings 
Bank or in an Insurance Company 


to invest it, or, himself, to invest 


it in recommended investment se- 
curities, thus enabling those insti- 
tutions to extend credit to‘clients. 


What these clients, whether they 
be railroads, manufacturing indus- 
tries or trading concerns, will do 
with mere ‘currency and without an 
outlet for their commodities... is 
rather obscure to us. All the money 
in the world, if there is no demand 
for and consumption of the cém- 
modities: which labor is engaged in 
producing, will not, we fear, relieve 
the demoralized situation. Obvi- 
ously,. then,‘ the thrift program 
cannot'help.us out of the situation. 


The root of the entire evil, be the 
cause of it what it may, is the buy- 
ers’ strike, and the only remedy is 


_ a revival of a public interest in 
purchasing. ‘ 


‘Whether the public is or is not 
justified in its present apathy is 
another question. Some say that 
the public strike is justified .be-- 


‘cause’ the prices of commodities 


have not appreciably declined. ‘On 
the other hand, the posftion is 
taken that the buyers’ strike is not 
justified because the price of labor 
has not. equally appreciably de- 


* 


The public eannot on the one 
hand insist on a maintenance of its 
present wage-earning scale, and on 
the other’ hand justify its _refusal 
to. purchase its needs. In ary 
event, to look for pre-war prices as 


a criterion for prices today, is 
- manifestly: unsound, not only be- 


cause of the reason just stated, but 
because of the additional burden 
imposed ‘upon all ‘production by the 
tremendous war loans now being 


/ 
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carried by business as a part of-its 


general overhead. 


We are not ‘justifying high 
prices. On the contrary, we con- 
sider it the function of all serious 
men to help make prices more at- 
tractive to the consumer in order 
to . stimulate - his purchasing .ac- 


. tivity. 
To our way of thinking, the only _ 


real test of fair value is the price 
of any commodity when/it reaches 
the point. at which it becomes at- 


tractive enough -for the. public to ~ 


purchase it. The ability and. will- 
ingness of the public to buy and 
the tendency of business men to en- 


‘ter and compete in new fields which. 
_ promise. large profits are a. suffi- 


cient gauge, and at the same time 


‘safety valve, for determining fair 


prices at any: particular. time. 


It is because of this interpretz- 
tion as to what constitutes a fair 
price of commodities that we can- 
not: agree with your appraisal of 
the “importance which forced. sales 
‘play in the present demoralization 
of prices. Admittedly; the thrift 
campaign is calculated to prevent 
such forced sales. How ready are 


¢ these financial institwtions to pre- 


vent such forced sales into which 
financially. embarrassed clients are 
driven? Who will answer this 
question on behalf of. the. banks:? 


- Assuming that the banks or other 


financial institutions would be rash 


enough to loan money to clients in’ 


such a predicament, how is. this 
client—a manufacturer or dealer o: 
jobber—in a better: position to az: 
celerate movement of his merchan- 
dise? ; 


To us the danger of demoraliza- 
tion in prices.is merely one of the 


effects of.the greater cause which - 


lies in the ‘buyers’ refusal to buy, 


and, concurrently, in the weakening 
power of the consumer to buy.. 


The buying power of the Ameri- 
can people was at its very highest 
some months ago, not only because 
‘all American industry was then en- 
gaged. and: received the highest re- 


muneration for its labor, but be- © 


cause labor, in spite of its spending 
orgy, had managed to accumulate 


’ money. The buying power of the 


American people has remained sub- 
stantially unimpaired, excépt in 


“ spotg where unemployment and re- 
ductiof. in wages exist, both of © 


which were directly the result of 
the public’s buying strike. Logical- 
ly, business conditions will become 
more aggravated by, any increase 
of ‘unemployment or further re- 
duced wages; they will improve as 
industry’ resumes its normal func- 


_ tions, which depend upon the free 


circulation of the dollar. 


These propositions are basic and 


cannot be waved aside by the op- 


timistic prophecies that all that the 
“public requires is assurance that 
the business men are cognizant of 
the situation”; that they are not 
fearful about it and will not them- 
selves “hunt. cover.” Granted that 
the business men realize the situa-- 


tion, and granted’ that they. are not , 


fearful about it, how are you going 
to dispense over night with the 
menace of three million unem- 
ployed, with the list growing, and 
with its_power to participate in the 


market weakening? By what mir- 


acle do you believe the mind of the 
retail. buyer will be changed over 


_ night in the mere belief that: condi- 


tions will be corrected by business

‘You say, -“The~ root. of the: kites 
evil, * * * is the buyers’ strike.” * * * 
Surely you do not mean that the buyers’ 
strike is what has produced our ..present 
situation. It is far from a‘“root.” It is a 
natural reaction from the “spending orgy” 
which prevailed, and which you ‘speak 


. about in the thirteenth paragraph of your 


letter.. Before the “spending orgy” had 
_ spent itself we had reached the point: in 
our financial strain which in the judgment 
of our bankers required them to call a halt 
and to place the business world on rationed - 
loans. 


I cannot accept, and do not necessarily 
dispute, the statement you made in the 
fourth paragraph of your letter. My idea 
of Thrift is, Work and Earn—Don’t 
. Waste. Save part of what you earn and 
deposit or invest it where it is safe ;and 
where it, will do you the most good. 


There are hundreds of men who have 
abundant ‘capital who are applicants for 
the loan of cash from their banks, but the 
banks are unable to loan them as freely 
as they need the money or as thesé-banks 
would like to do; but thesé banks, and es- 
pecially the commercial cbatiks, can be de- 
pended upon to loan this money wherever 
itis safe and where it is most needed rath- 
er than to loan it purely for their own self- 
ish interest. Inability of many manufac- 
turing concerns to raise cash by the pledge 
of capital is what has causéd the vast army 
of unemployed. Give them a chance to get . 
_eash for the pledge of capital aud they will 
resume operations giving employment to 
the: unemployed, thus re-establishing’ the 
purchasing power of the public and en- 
abling themselves to convert capital into 
cash with which to repay these-loans..

It is going 
to take coaxing to make people buy, 
for a while, and the strongest appeal 
that can be made to them is that 
based on cheapness. They are aware 
that the cost of both raw materials 
and labor has come down ..and that, 
consequently, the finished products 
should show a corresponding reduc- 
tion. It takes the change of only a 
small percentage of the sales total of 
the country to make for prosperous 
business or the reverse. It is, there- 
fore, not necessary fot many to check 
their buying in order to make hard 
times... Before the war the normal’ ‘in- 
ternal commerce of this country was 
figured at about $50,000,000,000 a 
year.

The smaller spec- 
ulators were the first to suffer, but 
they were followed by quite a: number 
of the more responsible firms. The 
oeessation. in demand and the drop in 
‘yalues were so pronounced that the 
big auctions in this city, St. Louis and 
elsewhere had to be postponed lest 
holdings be sacrificed. Quite a number, 
also, of those who had bought at the 
auction sales and had deposited twen- 
ty-five per cent. of the purchase price 
‘were placed in a dilemma. The goods 
had depreciated more than the amount 
of their deposits, and they were sure 
of a greater loss if they completed the 
purchases than if they forfeited the 
Geposit money.

& short time ago. For one ‘thing, the 
demand for the article is beginning to 
show an increase which will be more 
marked as the season advances and 
the mills operate more freely. Export 
needs, also, which have been checked 
by lowered rates of exchange; will come 
more to the fore before many months 
as the exchange position becomes more 
favorable. Use is being found like- 
wise for the lower grades of cotton, 
which until recently were well nigh 
unsalable. It is quite likely that, 
under these circumstances, there will 
be less inclination to follow. the sug- 
gestion of restricting the new year’s 
crop acreage by one-half.

FUR AUCTION CLOSES. 


Good Prices for Squirrel and Rac- 
coon at Last Day’s Sale. . 
The generally good prices obtained for 





squirrel and the active bidding for the 
choicer. assortments of this fur were 
easily the leading features of the closing 
day of the fur; sale in the Masonic Hall 
here. Several good lots were included in 
the collection, and-a high price of’ $1.28 
each was paid!for prime dark Russian 
skins. Squirref prices were said to be 
well above the\dealers’ original esti- 
mates of the “ome of the skins, and 
more than one/buyer was at a loss to 
understarid why the bids were so high. 
The collection contained over 124,000 
skins. 

Next in interest to squirrel came rac- 
coon, which also sold well and brought 
good prices, the highest of which was 
$7.70. Bidding for mole, the collection of 
which was said not to be of particularly 
good quality, dragged quite a little, and 
the best of the approximately 475,000 
pelts sold brought 15 cents. The highest 
prices of the day were obtained for the 
offerings of polar, gftizzly and black 
pears. Polar bear reached $52.50, while 
the best grizzly and. black bearsKins 
brought $20 and $15.50, respectively. 
About 61,000 ermine fetched prices 
fetched ranging from 4 cents to $1.70 
each. 

Comment by shippers and buyers at 
the close of the sale indicated that the 
résults were generally satisfactory to 
them. For one thing, it was said, the 
market's ability to absorb the offerings- 
showed that the fur business -was~not. 
really in so poor a condition as had:-been 
asserted. This fact, it was further’said,’

ing system; that it is honest. The 
general impression one gathers from 
his articles is that the Bolsheviat 
system is workable. - 

I will tell you how it worked in 
the Republic of Azerbaijan. If you 
have looked into your geography 
lately, you know that Aze-baijan is 
that stretch of territory just west of 
the Caspi Sea, on the 
north by Russia, on the south by 
Persia and on- the west by the re- 
public of Georgia. (That is, it is the 
republic of Georgia as I write; to- 
morrow it may be made a Soviet 
republic, as was its sister, Azer- 
baijan.) The inhabitants of Azer- 
baijan are said to have come origin- 
ally from Central Asia. The ma- 
jority of them are Mosiems of Tartar 
and Turkish blood. Once their coun- 
try was independent; then it be- 
longed to Persia; something like a 
hundred years ago Russia annexed 
it. When the attempt, under Keren- 
sky, to make a republic of Trans- 
caucasia failed, Azerbaijan broke 
away with its 5,000,000 of people and 
in 1918 its national council pro- 
claimed a republic, Kahn Khosky, a 
Tartar (recently murdered in Geor- 
gia by - Bolsheviks), being made 
President. 

The little republic got on very well 
indeed, so far as its ministries and 
organizations were concerned. As to 
the rest, there has always been bad 
feeling between the Christians and 
the Moslems. An Englishwoman, 
married to an Armenian in Baku, 
told me that in the sixteen years of 
her married life she had seen five 

4n the city of Baku. So 
perha both for reasons spiritual 
(save the mark!) and reasons phy- 
sical, Azerbaijan was. made for 
trouble. The physical reasons are 
the oil wells. With Russia starving 
for oii, how could the fttle republic 
dream that the Bolsheviki would 
keep their hands off? For over two 
years they had their agents within 
Baku spreading propaganda and 
winning over the thousands of work. 
ingmen. In the late Spring they 
made a sort of armistice with Azer- 
baijan, setting aside fifteen days 
when they should discuss trade re- 
lations. Then, when Azerbaijan was 
off guard, they came down and took 
her with an armored train and a 
handful of soldiers. 

They came in, remember, to a re- 
public that was getting on well 
enough, aside from massacres; that 
is, there was sufficient food and suf- 
fictent work: shops were open and 
doing well; the educational system 
for Christians and Mosiems alike was 
satisfactory. The Near Eas. Relief 
was feeding Armenian ana Russian 
and Moslem refugees. I began to 
wonder what reason the Bolsheviki 
would give for coming; s0, after a 
few days, in the intervals of trying 
to get away from them, I asked them 
why they had taken Azerbaijan.

** Tell the lady,’’ he cuntied:* * that 
when we have greater Russia we are 
going home. Let the other countries 
make Soviets if they want to, but 
we are not going to fight to do it. 
It is a long time since we were in 
our own homes.*’ 

The last person I asked was a Jew 
who had a high position as commis- 
sar. He was a Commpnist. He was 
one of those that see’ able to get 
what he liked. He had a car, when 
other commissars walked, and it was 
said that his rooms were very richly 
furnished with requisitioned furni- 
ture. , 

** Madame,’’ he said, ‘‘ it was not 
an accident that. we first conquered 
the territory that held the oil wells."’ 

I am sure Mr. Wells would call 
him ‘‘ honest,”’ at least in his speech. 

Now I’ll tell you how the Soviet 
worked during the eight weeks I was 
there. Perhaps I expected too much, 
but I did think that within a few 
days things would be running at least 
as well as they had before. The Bol- 
sheviki had had more than two 
years’ experience at making Soviets; 
they ought to be able to run a little 
place of 5,000,000 so as not to in- 
terfere with the welfare and hap- 
piness of the peopie.. ‘The people, on 
the whole, were willing’ to receive 
them; at least they put up red flags; 
and those who had already had ex- 
perience of Bolshevik rule, families 
who had come down frem the Volga 
regions to get away’ front Bolshevism 
—they fell silent, and began to con- 
sider, secretly, how they could run 
away again. 

The first thing the Bolshéviki did 
was to establish a revolutionary or 
war committee under Huseinof, and 
later under Narimanoff, both Tar- 
tars, and Narimanoff really an 
honest man, an. idealist, and much 
beloved by all who knew him. Then 
they established the Country-Revo- 
lutionary Committee, or Tchezvod- 
chika, supposed to suppress specula- 
tion in the people’s food, all revolts, 
all spying and similar crimes. 

The function of the Revolutionary 
Committee was to rule the new terri- 
tory until councils could be elected 
by, workmen, soldiers and peasants, 
who would then «ake over the civil 
government. But the Tchezvodchika 
(which is as near as I can Spell 
the word) was to work all the time, 
and it did. At once it’ began to con- 
cefn itself with arrests, court-mar- 
tials and executions. It was a large 
committee, composed mostly ‘of Bol- 
sheviki who had come down from 
Moscow and Astrakhan. Men and 
women they were, and mostly young. 
There was one girl of 17 who was a 
member. 

I have seen a/good many of those 
members of the Tchezvodchika. A 
good many of them had never had 
any power in their hands till a few

After they got their two commit- 
tees going the Bolsheviki began 
sending the oil up into Russia. Baku 
was reeking with oil. Many of the 
wells were not producing because 
there were no more containers left. 
|The pipeline that communicated with 
Batum and supplied the British with 
a certain amount of oil the Bol- 
sheviki naturally cut. They took 
some cotton that belonged to an 
American firm and sent that nerth. 
Perhaps some recompense will be 
made for it. “They déighted “the 
common people by announcing in 
their two newspapers that they had 
}Rationalized the oil wells and the 
land and the banks and that they 
had rationed the food. There was 


no looting of shops. It is true that 
if a soldier was drunk he got five 
years’ imprisonment, and if he was 
caught stealing -he was shot. We 
were told that all governmental de- 
partments were working smoothly 
and that the Russians and the Tar- 
tars were getting on beautifully to- 
gether. 

Only too soon there were evidences 
of the ‘* general inefficiency. in Rus- 
sia *’ of which Mr. Wells speaks; of 
the ** amateurish government."’ 
And everywhere the people began 
secretly to complain—except the few 
who were able to graft. The Bolshe- 
viki had learned one thing: that 
workingmen could not have a short 
day if work was to be done quickly. 
So-the workers“who had expected to 
have six or eight hours at the most 
had a stint of ten or twelve, with 
the obligation of also giving a few 
hours a week on Saturday afternoon 
or Sunday for public work for the 
goed of the Soviet—such as the re- 
pair of roads. They did not like it. 
Nor did they like the constant exe\ 
cutions, and their grumbling was so 
loud that first the Government ex- 
plained at great length in its news- 
papers why certain executions had 
been carried out, and later an- 
nounced that no public announce- 
ments of executions would be made.

They established -wages—@,000 
rubles a month for the lowest and 
16,000 for the highest. But this 
was not equality; some people grum- 
bled. More of them grumbled be- 
cause the wages would not cover 
the cost of their necessities. They 
did, indeed, receive some rations, 
soldiers and workmen; a workman's 
wife; if she cared to stand in line 
from two to eight hours, might buy’ 
black bread at 3 rubles a pound. 
But suppose she was too busy to 
spare the. time, or too sickly to 
stand, then she had to pay 16. 
When I left white bread cost 150 
rubles a pound, meat close to 200; 
tea, 3,000; stockings, from 1,000 to 
3,000, and shoes from 12,000 to 16,- 
000 rubles a pair. 

When the Government sternly ra- 
tioned the shops, the shop keepers 
sequestered their goods, and when a 
Russian entéred the -shop, he was 
told that this and that was out of 
stock. People with clothes or shoes 
or jewelry were willing to sell, but 
those who had food were determined 
not to abide by the rationing deci- 
sions. If I went into a Tartar shop, 
I could buy anything I wanted, pro- 
vided -no “Russian was <there at the 
same time. 

The American Near East Relief 
people were feeding hundreds of or- 
/phans and needy mothers. The Bol- 
sheviki sealed up this United States 
food, and it was three weeks before 
it was released. For two days the 
relief agent was allowed to use it, 
and then a new committee came and 
sealed it up again. It was still 
sealed, I believe, when I got away. 
The relief was given for more than 
three days, but that was because 
the assistant, Clyde Smith, man- 
aged to hide several sacks of flour 
and boxes of condensed milk. That 
was one example of muddling, and 
in connection with the very people 
the Bolsheviki aim to protect—chil- 
dren and mothers. Then there was 
this, further, in connection with the 
children: many of the buildings 
which the’ Boisheviki . requisitioned 
for their public offices were schools. 
Thus during the end of. April, May 
and June, various classes of children 
were kept out of school.

HE Congressional mutiny 
against the project to make 
President Harding’s inaugura- 
tion “* the most- dazzling cele- 

bration within the memory of the 
present generation ’’ has had the bad 
luck to be the victim of President 
Harding’s veto. At first he was re- 
ported to have vetoed everything in 
the inauguration céremonies that 
generally make it an occasion of bad 
taste and costliness,. but he has per- 
mitted a modest parade, and consent- 
ed to make his speech on the east 
front of the Capitol. Most of the 
expense of the thing has been elimi- 
nated, and the citizens of Washing- 
ton have bowed in .a commendable 
spirit to the inevitable. 

The mutiny began with a. protest 
chiefly against the turning over of 
the Pension Office to the inaugural 
ball. Senator Bofah rather savage- 
ly intimated, too, that his idea of 
an appropriation was the amount 
covering a street car ride to the Cap- 
itol and back. Such potent voices as 
Senatos Nelson’s were raised against 
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they had put up, and of making it 
possible for visiting cftizens to b 

at home that they had taken some 
pert in the, iaugural. ceremonies, 
which, as a matter of. fact, they 
hadn’t. But the bal? was only a part 
of the inaugural doings, subject to 
frequent criticism, including the cus- 
tom of having the President make an 
inaudible address to a noisy. crowd 
on the east front of the Capitol.

In 
order to give an official stamp to the 
proceedings it was customary for the 
President and his wife to show their 
faces for a moment and then go 
home as fast as possible. 

When President Wilson was elect- 
ed in 1912, he reviewed these fea- 
tures of the quadrennial humbug, 
and anndéunced that there would be 
no ball. Neither would he join the 
Chevy Chase Club, which seemed to 
be growing into an institutional rite 
for Presidents. _ My recollection 1s 
that he subsequently changed. his 
mind about the club, but he never 
warmed to the ineugural ball, and 
there wasn’t any. 

But the ball was not half as objec- 
tionable, in the opinion of many ob- 
servers, as the chosen way in.which 
the American people exhibit their 
dignity and that of their President 
.when he actually assumes the office, 
and this really is official. The in- 
auguration of the Vice President is 
the only dignified thing about it. 
That takes place in a most seemly 

in the Senat r. But 
thousands of people have come from 
great distances to see the President 
take the oath, and they must be sat- 


isfied. This ts what happens: - 
On the east front of the Capitol 


there has been built a great wooden 
platform for the oceasion. In front 
of it stretch the thousands, clear 
into the Congressional Library 
rrounds. The Library is quite a 
Nay from. the Capitol. It may, 
‘oughly, be said that the President, 
if he stood in the Times Building on 
roadway. would be facing a crowd 
the last of which would be visible, 
wr, rather, invisible, at the corner of 
livoadway and Fiftieth Street. This 
crowd has beén standing there since 
7 A. M.,- the President coming cut 
uf the Capitol from the Vice Presi- 
dent’s inauguration at about 1:30. 
Of course, it has brought its lunch 
with it; sandwiches, hard-boiled eggs 
and sarsaparilla in bottles, to be 
drunk without glasses. , 

The stand or platform is so elevat- 
ed that people below it could not 
hear the President if they tried. 
Those further out in the crowd see 
a few little manikins step into a 
tiny -box like a summerhouse. No 
matter how tall the President and 
the Chief Justice may be, -they look 
about a foot high to more than half 
that vast crowd. One manikin reads 
something to the other, and when 
the reading is finished the crowd 
knows that the oath has been admin- 
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istered. Those who cannot see at 
all learn it from the front ranks. 
Then the other manikin, who is the 
President, steps forward in the little 
box and opens his mouth. Some of 
the crowd can see that he is speak- 
ing. Others cannot even see that] 
his meuth is open. 

Our forefathers picked oa.the one 
day in the year when it is practically 
sure to rain or snow ‘in Washing- 
ton. The President often faces thou- 
sands of wet umbrellas and sees few 
or no faces. The people around him 
do not hear him. The newspaper 
men have seats nearer than the other 
invited guests on the platform, but 
they catch only a detached word or 
sentence here or there. Down at 
their feet, below the platform, they 
see men with their hands at their 
ears, straining to catch a word and 
then giving it up. Perhaps the Vice 
President and some of the foreign 
Ambassadors hear the speech, but 
nobody else does. Having attended 
every inauguration since and includ- 
ing that of McKinley, I feel sure of 
my ground in saying that net a 
dozen men have ever heard a lresi- 
dential inaugural address, with , one 
exception, to be noted later. 

As the tired crowd cannot hear, 
and cannot see if it should be rain- 
ing, it becomes restless. “In the. rear 
of it the crowd begins to talk, at first 
subduedly and then et the top of its 
voice. Meanwhile boys perched iy 
the trees of the Library grounds 
throw down peanut shells and apple 
peelings into the crowd. Tilted gin- 
ger ale botties give the hint to others, 
and -the cracking of hard-boiled eggs 
begins. The talk spreads from the 
rear ranks forward, rank after rank 
yielding to the temptation toward 
sociability in the cold and wet, until 
it becomes a roar, and by the time 
the inaudible President has made his- 
pow and gone off the whole multi- 
tude is talking. By his bow and the 
rising of the guests on the platform 
the chattering crowd below knows 
that the inauguration is over, and 
begins to run for the trolley cars.

They deal with concrete social prob- 
lems and with delightfully definite 
persons who know what .it is they 
want—or do not want. They are of 
the school,-but not of the quality, of 
Howells and Henry James, and their 
language is perfect for its rather 
narrow purposes—dry, doggedly -epi- 
grammatic, devastating. 

‘ Democracy,’’ a political satire, is 
the. story of an intelligent and 
wealthy widow, Mrs. Lightfoot Lee, 
who went to Washington to educate 
herself, and did so only by the dis- 
covery that Washington was hope:

account worth living in. Like Adams 
himself, she made spiritual and in- 
tellectual demands which senate 
houses, dinners of state, and ‘social 
lobbies could never meet.

John. Carrington, and sailed for 
Europé with her sister, Syhil Ross, 
in trembling and nausea, her nerves 
shaken to pieces by *‘ the dance of 
democracy.’’ 

Such an indictment of Washington 
seemed excessive to all, perhaps, 
save the author, whose expectations 
of American-politics had been almost 
mystically high before his residence 
there following: the Civil War. His 
disgust with -office-seekers — had 
moved him in 1869 to write an arti- 
cle for the North American Review 
on “‘ Civil Service Reform,’’ outlin- 
ing the circumstances which were 
** degrading and corrupting society 
itself '’ under the unwilling but help- 
less. Grant, and proposing specific 
reforms. Now, with no change visi- 
ble in the spirit or organization of 
the Civil Service, he did not restrain 
himself, but used the hitterest lan- 
guage at his command. 

Wealth, office, power are at auc- 
tion. Who bids highest? who hates 
with most venom? who intrigues 
with most skiN? who has done e 
dirtiest, the meanest, the darkest, 
and the most political work? He 
shall have his reward. 

Where did the pablic good enter 
at all into this maze of personal in- 
trigue, this wilderness of stunted 
natures where no straight road was 
to be found, but only the tortuous 
and aimless tracks of beasts and 
things that crawl? 

Cynical old Baron Jacobi of Bul- 
garia burst forth once before Scn- 
ator.

This oracular utterance is in line 
with interviews and statements by 
Senator Knox, Mr. Root and other 
-epponents of the League of Nations; 
und indicates that great effort is 
making to commit the United States 
to a World Court with compulsory 
jurisdiction, as the only practicable 
method of securing world peace. 
There seems a disposition to take | 
for granted.that a World Court is 
an easy thing to establish, involves 
slight obligations, and will have tre- 
mendous effects. 

Fortunately, there is still time for 
consideration of this form of inter- 
national union and international co- 
ercion. Perhaps an examination of 
the other possibilities of securing 
peace may bring out unsuspected 
difficulties in setting up a World 
Court, and serious doubts as to

' will:and common sense, out of re- 
gard for one’s own interests, in be- 
half of civilization, for the protec- 
tion of weak nations, is hopeless. We 
have learned the bitter lesson that 
in conflicts of nations, races ‘and 
civilizations it is. not the just but 
the wicked who decide when péace 
ends and war begins. 

_. Mankind has been struggling for 
xges to protect itself from the mis- 
eries of war with what we call ‘* in- 
ternational law."’

‘of arbitration been successful. Ar- 


hitration in individual instances, he- 
tween pairs-of nations, has some- 
times prevented war; but the twenty 
arbitration treaties. which were in 
force for the United States in 19}4, 
ineluding one with Austria-Hun- 
gary; did not delay.the entry of the 
United States into war one day. The 
network of treaties which were to 
pass from nation to nation until the 
whole world was: pledged to arbitrate 
its grievances in advance of war, 
broke with the first strong pressure. 
The general arbitration conventions 
of The Hague of 1899-and 1907 were 
not invoked by a single power in 
the six. great wars in the following” 
fifteen years—the Boer, the Russv- 
Japanese, the Italo-Turkish,. the 
first and second Balkan, and the 
World War: except that Serbia, in 
the last extremity proposed to sub- 
mit one of the Austrian demands to 
The Hague tribunal. 

So with the official and unofficial 
world congresses of the last halt 
century, resulting in many interna- 
tional treaties, which took into ac- 
count the internationalization of 
commerce, traffic, posts and tele- 
graphs and the universality of credit 
and finance. . The bankers and ship- 
owners were going to forbid nations 
to enter into wars. When the- crisis 
came, German -bankers and manu- 
facturers and shipowners were just 
as international as the English and 
the American, -that is, they were 
nationalized heart and soul. 

The publicists who had gone hand 
in hand in The Hague conferences 
and the scientific and commercial 
organizations now gave their talents 
to the task of defending: their na- 
tion’s war spirit. The only possible 
way to maintain world peace is by a 
positive, firmly knit international | 
organization, which can bring about 
world concentration of purpose and 
of force, when the crisis arrives. 

Tt is-true that there are only two 
practicable forms of international 
co-operation, and that as matters 
stand the world must choose between 
the World Court idea:and the World 
Association idea, or e!se xo unsaved. 
Of the two basal idexs, the esurt fs 
much the junior; for the simple rea- 
son that until the establishment of 
the United States of America judges 
had never been anywhere recognized 
as heads of the State. Their recog- 
nized function was to settle disputes 
betiveeii individuals, and also be- 
tween the King (as the representa- 
tive of the Almighty) and persons 
accused of crime. 

The: conception that judges are 
also lawgivers and that their princi- 
pal funetion is to review, and if aec- 
essary set aside, the actions of Legis- 
latures. and executives is highly 
modern. There is not a single case 
of record in Colonial or State courts 
declaring a statute void before 1750. 
Even the Supreme Court of the 
United States never disallowed an 
act of Congress (except in two cases 
on trifling issues relating to the 
jurisdiction of the court) until the 
Dred Scott Decision of 1857. Abrr- 
ham Lincoin and his supporters held 
that decision to. be a seandalous in- 
terference. with justice; and it was 
not until about 1865 that the Su- 
preme Court. began a regular system 
of reviewing and annuiling acts of 
Congress. 

No other country in the world ex- 
cept Canada and Australia has ever 
adopted this American conception cf 
the superior power and sanctity = 
the judiciary. When we speak «

that the courts are superior to the. 

When the 
French speak of ‘* S-paration des

have no right to assume that it is a 
worldwide system or that it could 
be applied either by or. upon coun- 
tries which know. nothing of the doe- 
trine of judicial supremacy. 


The recent session of the Leagu: 


of Nations. at Geneva proposed a 
World Court of Arbitration, - with 
compulsory jurisdiction; and that is 
the kind ef ‘‘ co-operation *’ which 
most of the advoéates of a World 
Court desire. The experience of The 
Hague court Proves that an arhi- 
tration court without obligation ix i 
toy. Most nations that are willing 
to submit to a Hague tribune could 
settle their -troubles by ordinary 
diplomacy. The purpose of a world 
agreement for a World. Court is to 
bind all ‘nations beforehand to-suh- 
mit disputes that cannot be adjuat=~i 
by the usual methods. 

Just what is the proposal for a 
World Court? The method has been 
urged for the last ten years, par- 
ticularly by the American Society for 
Judicial Settlement of International 
Disputes. It was put forward by Mr. 
Root in May, 1919, as an essential 
addition to the league of peace. <A 
definite: plan was drawn up by Mr. 
Root and other publicists at The 
Hague last June and the resulting 
draft is the basis of the plan just 
sent out to the world by the Geneva 
session of the World League. 

This plan is brought forward as 
court, to sit at The Hague and to be 
made up of fifteen ‘‘ independent 
judges, elected regardless of their 
nationality,” for terms of nine years. 
The jurisdiction of the court is 
limited to ‘* cases of a legal nature ” 
which involve controverstes on the 
following subjects: 


1. Interpretation of treaties. 

2. Questions of international law. 

3.-Breaches of international obli- 
gation. 

4+. Reparations. 

Interpretation of sentences of 
the court. _ 

The basis of law, which the court 
is to ‘‘ apply in the order following,” 
is made up of: 

1. International conventions estab- 
lishing rules. 

2. International custom as evidence! 
of a general practice. 

3. General principles of Jaw recog- 
nized by civilized nations. 

4. Judjcial decisions and teachings 
of publicists ‘“‘ as subsidiary means 
for the determination of —_—— of 
law.”’ 

States which ratify this -plan will 
be bound to appear’ if sued by other 
States or be defaulted. ‘‘ The judg- 
ment is final and without appeal.’’ 

This plan is brought forward as 
an addition ‘to the covenant of the 
League-of Nations, and it leaves 
standing The Hague Court of Arbi- 
tration which has been ‘tried and 
found wanting when most needed. It 
is a well-matured scheme, carefully 
guarded, the details stated methodi- 
cally and clearly. The Geneva meet- 
ing of the League submitted, thougt 
as a separate proposition, the prin- 
ciple of compulsory arbitration, and 
this appeared to have the favor of a 
majority of the members of. the 
League._ The small nations want it, 
the large nations hold back. ‘The 
seheme also makes the important 
distinction between ‘‘ cases of a 
legal nature” (which are often 
called ‘* justiciable .cases’’) ahd 
other controversies-to which this 
plan does not apply. 

-The proposed World Court does 
not affect the United States directly, 
because it. is intended to be adjunct 
to a League which the United States 
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declines to join. AN the indications 


go to show that the United States 


will not ratify the existing covenant, 
not even with ‘‘ amendments ’’ or 
** reservations.’’ It is useless longer 
to guess what might have been done 
at Paris toward drawing up a suc- 
cessful League by more than one 
member of the American commis- 
sion. It is idle now to ask whether 
an understanding might have been 
reached between the two co-ordi- 
Nate treaty-making powers, the 
President and the Senate. 

The League train has gone past 
the Washington station without 
stopping, and it is not likely to back 
up.again.to take on new passengers. 
The controversy has been too long 
and too bitter, the expressions of 
the President-elect have been too 
clearly against building on the foun- 
dations laid in Europe. Therefore 
the friends of peace and of world 
union ought henceforth to direct 
their energies toward some new 
plan, which can be sent out with 
the powerful ane of the United 
States. 

Would the rest of the world ac- 
cept such a quick change from the 
League that they are now develop- 
ing? There is gréat reason to think 
that any reasonable document 
springing from Washington and not 
too_compelling would be joyfully re- 
ceived in Europe. The Geneva meet- 
ing revealed the fact that all is not 
harmony in the League. The forty- 
one kittens were nicely placed in 
their commodious basket (former- 
ly the Hotel National) but some 
kittens spit at other kittens, and 
several tomeats sat on the gateposts 
and felinely objected to being shut 
out. The meeting finally dissolved 
without a clear understandinz 
whether the five biggest cats were 
to. accept the dictum of the thirty- 
six middle-sized, small and tiny

Nothing can be clearer than that 
a League of Nations in which the 
United States has no part will, in 
course of time, seem hostile to the 
United States, and indeed might be 
hostile. The other great powers, 
and presumably the small powers, 
need and desire a league that has 
the United States in it, provided it 
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is a real league that is likely to 
compHsh the prime purpose of 
venting future wars. ss

Excluding ‘* Milestones,” which 
was written “in collaboration with 
Edward Knoblock, we have before 
us seven plays by Arnold Bennett— 
one more illustration of the creative 
period of drama in which we are now 
living. One more illustration also of 
a trained literary expert, novelist, 
essayist, critic of high standing, 
joining the group of British play- 
wrights, along with the- glorious 
company of Barrie, Shaw, Gals- 
worthy, Ervine, Masefield, Dunsany, 
Yeats and others. Literature and 
drama are united in Engiand as they 
have not been since the seventeenth 
century. 

Like Bernard Shaw, Mr. Bennett 
served for years as professional dra- 
matic critic. It must have been dur- 
ing these weary nights of enforced 
attendance on musical comedy that 
he learned to despise that form of 
spectacie. Certainly the best de- 
scription of musical comedy that I 
have seen anywhere is the detailed 
account of the stage and of the au- 
dience given in Mr. Bennett’s novel, 
“* The Roli-Call,’’ Chapter [X. In- 
cidentally, it is the best thing in the 
book. : “ 

Arnold Bennett's first play, 
** Cupid and Commonsense "” (1909), 
has a plain-speaking preface which 
will be even more interesting to 
future historitus of the drama than 
it is now. He diagnoses contempo- 
rary symptoms under the heading, 
** The Crisis in the Theatre.’ He 
begins by stating his qualifications 
for analysis and condemnation; for 
ten vears he was thoroughly trained 
in business methods, and indeed con- 
ducted a business; from 1895 to 1900 
he attended nearly every first night 
in London as professional dramatic 
critic. He, therefore. felt doubly 
qualified to discuss the theatre both 
from the artistic and box-office poin 
of view.

seven plays before us are individual- 
ly and collectively above the average 
West End and Broadway bill-of-fare, 
they are only good plays.

Just as their superiority 
to the ordinary theatrical entertain- 
ment is clear, so their inferiority 
to ‘* The Admirable Crichton," 
‘* Major Barbara,”’ “‘ The Pigeon," 
“John Ferguson,’” ‘* Nan,’ is 
equally evident. Arnold Bennett is 
a literary artist, a writer of distinc- 
tion; he was angry recently when 
The London Mercury suggested that 
he did not intend a certain one of 
his plays to be taken seriously; all 
his books are to be taken seriously, 
he insists; but there is a single- 
minded burning sincerity in the mas- 
terpieces by the other writers named 
above that is not a part of Mr. Ben- 
nett’s temperament. 

The rest of the preface to ‘‘ Cupic 
and Commonsense’’ is highly sig- 
nificant, and should be read by every 
one interested in the theatre. The 
attack on the London commercial 


manager is probably justified; for it 
is as absurd to have a business man, 
who is only a business man, run a 
theatre as it would be to put him in 
charge of a conservatory of music 
or an academy of the fine arts.

tance with his business. This is sel- 
dom the case where books are sold. 
The absolute blank stare (every ray 
of intelligence absent) with which 
the customer is greeted who asks 
for any book or any author outside 
of the reigning best-sellers is matter 
for tragic mirth. 
If these plays by Arnoid Bennett 
cannot be seen on Broadway, I 
should like to recommend them to

Most of the raw silk used in Ameri- 
can factories is brought from those 
countries, where the ambitious silk- 
worm was discovered in the days of 
the Mings. An interesting phase of 
the occasion will be the presence of 
a mission of representative mer- 
chants from the Far East. These 
travelers see fit to study our needs 
and our methods, that they may re- 
turn to their own countries knowing 
how best to meet the demands of the 
American high-speed looms; how to 
conform their own product to suit 
the week-after-next proclivities of 
our twentieth century modes.

Even at the present time, and 
among the most civilized of peoples, 
mountains are a source of awe and 
imspiration to those.who have not a 
trace of the old superstitious venera- 
tion. A new art of mountain climb- 
ing has comparatively recently been 
cultivated, as is evident from the 
books both of Mr. Raeburn and of 
Mr. Young; and for the sheer joy 
and glory of the climbifig, men have 
attacked and ¢onquered some of. the 
highest mountains on the. globe. To 
do so, they have had to be masters 
of a distinct and elaborate climbing 
technique, which can be learned only 
by long study and practice; and to 
an outline of that technique both 
of the volumes under review are in 
large part devoted.

Raeburn informs us, ** dates back 
to long before the beginning of his- 
tory. °* * * Well-known historic 
passes, from 18,000 to 20,000 feet 
high, are to be found in the Hima- 
layas.’’ This is particularly note- 
worthy in view of the fact mentioned 
by Mr. Raeburn that the greatest- 
height yet attained is 24,600 feet, a 
record made in 1908 by the Duc 
a’Abruzzi and his three Italian 
guides on Bride Peak, in the Kara- 
korams. D’ Abruzzi did not reach the 
summit, yet exeeeded by fully 600 
feet the next highest record; and 
the facts presented by Mr. Raeburn 
indicate that it would be exceedingly 
difficult, if not impossible, to far sur- 
pass this mark. For at<great alti- 
tudes the climber suffers from what 
ig known as “* pountain lassitude,"’ 
a sickness which the author describes 
as ‘‘ an apathy of the mind, a creep- 
ing paralysis of the limbs’’; and 
not even the most experienced moun- 
taineer seems immune from the dis- 
ease. Moreover, this failing appears 
to be beyond remedy,, since ‘* the 
heart is not. big enough or has not 
yet learned to beat fast enough "’ 
to secure the necessary oxygen from 
thé air. The fact that aviators have 
reached a height of over 30,000 feet 
does not seem to Mr. Raeburn to 
have any essential bearing on the 
case of the mountaineer, since avi-

REVIVAL of interest in lace- 
making and lace appreciation 
appears to be in progress, if 

one may judge by the books 
about lace that are being published 
and the activities of those who ‘are 
versed in the art of lacemaking. 
.Several clubs and guides devoted to 
fine needlework, the making of lace 
and the teaching of both arts to 
young women have éither been new- 
ly established or sprung into greater 
vigor within the last few years. This 
new book, which the author modestly 
describes as a guide for lace lovers, 
although she might have added that 
it is an inspiration toward appre- 
ciation of the beauty and interest of 
lace, is only one of several that have 
appeared rather recently.

‘That he did not carry out this sec- 
ond part of his plan was not his 
fanit, but that of the reactionary 
nations of Europe, which continually 
warred upon him and finally upset 
the whole edifice at Waterioo.* That 
his suceessor, Napoleon. 1lI., enter- 
tained such ideas, whether the first 
Napoleon did or not, throws light 
upon his policy as Emperor. 


Pafticularly interesting is the way 
in which Mr. Géer relates the story 
of how Cavour brought Napoleon ITI. 
to the aid of Italy. The heautiful 
| Comtesse de Castiglione was em-

peror. ‘* Cavour,’’ says Mr. Geer, 
“* had been a great. gambler ail his 
life. In this. game the beauty of 
Mme. de Castiglione. was his trump 
card, and with it he won the game. 
She soon gained sufficient influence

| Congress of Paris. With his trump 
card Cavour had won the first trick 
of the game of which the stake was 
to be the unity of the Kingdom of 
Italy. It would be absurd, of course, 
to claim that the influence of the 
lovely Comtesse was the decisive 
cause of the war, but there is much 
evidence to show that she greatly 
aided the plans of Cavour in decid- 
ing the wavering mind of the 
Emperor.’’

the present volume, which, theug 
it has been already credited in sci- 
entific reviews in England and 
France as making distinct and im. 
portant contributions which must 
henceforth be reckoned with in any 
future consideration of evolution, de- 
serves a wider and more popular in- 
troduction than could be given to it 
in the purely scientific press. This 
is an effort to present some of the 
striking high poimts of interest to 
lay readers. 

To Mr. Reinheimer the saving evo- 
lutionary process of nature consists 
not in ruthless destructive competi- 
tion, but in quiet yet definite co- 
operative exchange. _To him, evolu- 
tion follows along bio-economic lines, 
where co-operative exchange '(Sym- 
biosis) leads to progressive evolu- 
tion and survival, while predacious 
parasitism brings with it decay, de- 
generation and _ extinction. This 
principle he ded from innumer- 
able concrete biological experiments | © 
and studies of organic life and be- 
havior as found in various stages 
of nature, from the algae and bacte- 
ria. at the borderline of plant and 
animal life, living and growing sym- 
biotically by such exchange, to the 
rapacious lion and the whale, the 
lordly but decadent and moribund 
kings of the forest and of the sea.

THE NEW SYONE AGE. By Har 

rison EK. Howe. Illustrated with 
diagrams and photographs. P igaa 
volume in the Century Books of 
Useful Sciéice Series. New York. 
. The Century Company. $2.50. 

WO of the longest sieutin in 
the world’s history take their | ~ 
headings from the material 
which, during their courses, 

best served mankind’s progress—the 
Stone Age and the Iron Age. When 
some future H. G. Wells comes to 
write another outline of history he 
will refer to the period in which we 
live as the Second Stone Age. He 
may call it, more exactly, the Age of 
Concrete. But concrete is, after all, 
nothing more nor less than artificial 
stone—stone which remains plastic 
until its three concomitants—cement, 
water and stone—are brought to-¢ 
gether and the builder wills them to 
harden into a single mass of the 
exact size and shape suited to his 
In ‘* The New Stone Age,” Har- 
rison E. Howe, Chairman of the di- 
vision of research extension of the 
National Research Council, tells the 
romantic story of cement and con- 
crete—telis it with scientific accuracy 
and fullness, but without the verbal 
encumbrances which make so much 
scholarly writing» seem detached from 
all connection with everyday life. 


The book opens the reader’s eyes 
to many wonders to-which he. has 
been blind simply because of their 
closeriess to his vision. It drives home 
a realization of how important a part 
concrete has played in modern ma- 
terial advancement, and starts him 
speculating on how important a part 
it is yet destined to play. 

In this new gtone age we are sur, 
rounded on all sides by construction 
achievements .as, great as the 
Pyramids that owe their existence t- 
concrete.’ Without concrete, it is 
doubtful if the Panama Canal, one 
of the seven wonders of the century, 
could ever have been completed. It 
was to concrete that the Hindenburg 
line chiefly owed its longevity. One 
of the most spectacular uses to which: 
cement was put in the war was 
during the attack upon Ostend and 
Zeebrugge. where old war vessels, 
filled with cement, were towed into 
place and sunk. When this cement 
became permeated with water and 
set, it formed an obstruction to in- 
coming ships very. difficult to re- 
move. Concrete ships. were another 
outgrowth of military necessity, al-

before the war. The ‘Gavetopment of | 
the canal systems that were the first 
forward step im the transportation 
facilities of this country depended 
more upon concrete than upon any 
other single factor. Experiments 
Tow being carried on by the Long 
Island and by the Northern Pacific 
Railroads hint that concrete roadbeds 
may prove as important a factor in 
the development of our railroads as 
they did in the building up of our 
canal systems. 

Never does our admiration for the 
ancients bulk larger than in the 
presence of their enduring monu- 
ments. The traveler from America 
stands in awe before the Pyramids, 
speculating on the engineering prob- 
lems overcome in their. erection and 
contemplating the impressive evi- 
dence of the vast expenditure of 
human labor that brought them into 
being. The Roman roads, such as 
the Appian Way, and the Roman 
acqueducts inspire almost equal ad- 
miration for their durability. ; 

These enduring marvels would 
have been impossibilities had not 
their engineers beeri masters in the 
handling of stone. Mortar, made 
from burned lime, was used in build- 
ing the massive Egyptian monu- 
ments. The Romans, too, made 
something very like our present 
cement by mixing volcanic ashes and 
lime. 

It is a strange truth that the secret 
of making cementious material from 
these ingredients was unaccountably 
lost for half a score of centuries. 
Doubly strange in view of the long 
ages that man had known it. (The 
Appian Way was laid twenty-three 
centuries ago, and the Pyramids 
are, at the lowest estimate of their 
age, considerably more than twice, 
as old.) 

Between the time when the Ro- 
mans so strangely lost the secret of 
making cement and the time when 
man refound it no appreciable ad- 
vance toward what we today call 
Portland cement was made until the 
end of the eighteenth century. From 
that time on the development of ar- 
tificial stone has been almost con- 
tinuous. 

This development is traced step by 
step in ‘‘ The New Stone Age.”’ After 
reviewing the history of the prod- 
uct’s early progress both in Euurope 


a@ detailed description of the raw ma- 
terials and methods of manufacture’ 
employed in its contemporary pro- 
duction. He devotes a chapter to the 





by-products of the industry, and 
carefully explains just what chemical 
action takes place when cement 

sets.’" He describes the various 
types of cement, and then passes on 
to an explanation of concrete. Con- 
crete is nothing more than cement 
mixed with an aggregate and water. 
An aggregate is almost any mass of 
mineral matter — usually gravel of 
varying sizes. The technical prob- 
lems that arise in the application of 
concrete and cement to various prob- 
lems are taken up at some length, 
and elucidated in language not dif- 
ficult for the lay reader to under- 
stand. 

If the reader is impatient to get to 
the romance of cement he will prob- 
ably skip hurriedly over these pre- 
liminary chapters. In so doing he 
will miss many paragraphs of human 
interest such, for example, as the one 
in which the author tells how the 
use of reinforcement in concrete 
arose from the work of a French 
gardener, who intreduced metal parts 
in the making of flower pots. This 
gardener was a rediscoverer rather 
than a discoverer: the Romans were 
in the habit of: using bronze rods, 
crossed and otherwise placed, to take 
the tress due to tension. An equal-

want to slur over many sentences. 
The story is impressive enough -to 
remove all temptation to skip. - 
Wherever strength and hardness 
are requisite, wherever water-fire- 
and-yermin-proof material is desir- 
able, concrete is easily king. This 
artificial stone will survive under 
conditions where even natural stone 
fails. Cleopatra’s Needle stood for 
some four thousand years in the 
dry climate of Egypt, but when it 
was set up in Central Park in 1885 
and subjected to new atmospheric 
conditions and the corroding action 
of sulphurous and sulphuric acid 
fumes, which are present in the air 
of a modern imdustriat citirs, the 
stone of the ancient monument began 
to disintegrate se rapidly that it had 


.to be protected with a coating of 


paraffin. Old buildings in london 
have already begun to show the ef- 
fect of this same acid moisture sinee 
the burning of soft coal became gen- 
eral along the bapks of the Thames. 
In Rome the masonry of the Roman 
Empire still stands largely because 
of the continued use by the inhab- 
itants of the Eternal City of wood 
as fuel. The surfaces of this ma- 
sonry could be damp-proofed and 
water-proofed to a, remarkably suat-

had two Aunt.Annas, so grandfather 
decided ‘to call one by her last name. 

She was very 
angry and she came to see grand- 
father about it and she’s lived with 
us ever since,’’ , 
And no other American playwright 
could for one moment be suspected of 
having given birth to the heroine of 
** Rollo’s Wild Oat,’’, that diffident 
and’reluctant actress, Goldie Macduff. 
She is an enchanting Kummerism. 
Her only fault is that she doesn’t 
think she can play Ophelia, but, as 
Rollo: points out,’ when you think of 
other: people’s faults, that isn’t much. 
She. has gone on.the stage because she 
was born there, but she can’t even ac- 
cept a modest role in ‘* The Midnight 
Riot” because she does get so ter- 
ribly sleepy about’ 12 o'clock.

NOTHER play which was afflicted 
at its premiére by woefully in-

HE week -just past brought. three 
T new plays to town-—two of them 
the somewhat condescending 
works of men previously known rather. 
as critics than as writers of the drama. 
William Archer, who has conde- 
scended to write in ‘‘ The Green God- 
dess’’’ an extraordinarily entertaining 
thriller of brazenly popular values, has 
been a dramatic critic for’ so many 
years that most of us had forgotten 
him in any other capacity, forgotten 
his own confessions of previous. at- 
tempts at play-writing, forgotten even 
his collaboration with Shaw on 
‘¢ Widowers’ Houses ” back in the ’80s. 
In the new fashion of the English 
playwrights, he has brought his piece 
to New York for ‘its first production,. 
and Winthrop Ames has mounted and 
staged it as sumptuously and as care- 
fully as if it were a rare and important 
work of dramatic literature. Into its 
central réle, that of a disdainful, ele- 
gant and wicked rajah, George Arliss 
has settled back .with the comfortable 


sigh of one whose. heart murmurs} 


within him: ‘* Home at last.’’ 


Then Hatcher Hughes, lecturer on 
the drama at Colvfmbia, is co-author 
with Elmer Rice of this ‘‘ Wake Up, 
Jonathan,’’ a pretentious but some- 
what pallid and paltry play, wherein 
at least a trace of condescension is ap- 
parent in its stale slang and rather ef- 
fortful jocosity.

Where ,are the. gallery audiences of 
yesteryear? ‘Are they becoming, like 
the. dodo,, extinct? .What is the reason. 
for thé lack of intérest in’ the ‘cheaper 
pricé. tickets of Broadway theatres? 


In my. experience as a theatrical man- 
ager, covering many years, and more 
especially in the production and presen- 
tation of-comic and grand opera at pop- 
‘ular prices; I-have always felt that the 
gallery was the backbone of the theatre. 
The element that. bought the cheaper 
price ticket in the theatre went to the 
gallery because they could secure enter- 
tainment at a price within their means. 
As their income increases they naturally 
purehase higher-priced seats, The scale 
of prices in the theatre has been in- 
creased so materially; and the opportu- 
nity for charging a higher rate of ad- 
mission on orchestra seats has become 
80 much greater, theatre managers have 
paid so little attention to thé gal- 
lery that it has reached the point where 
the upstairs. of a theatre has become a 
desert. 


This condition .Is so acute that many 
managers who'‘are building theatres are 
eliminating the gallery altogether. . I 
feel that this is a big mistake; that, in 
order to encourage ‘ theatregoing, »man- 
agers should use every effort to: get 
people to sit in‘the gallery; afford to 
the occupants of ‘these seats the same 
consideration as: they do those who’ sit 
on the main floor... I am not surprised 
that people hesitate about going to the 
top of the house, for in many instances 
they must climb steep stairs; sit in un- 
comfortable chairs; use the back en- 
trance; are not even furnished with reg- 
ular programs, but. slips of paper, and, 
in fact, the entire attitude is that of 
‘we don’t want you and we are doing 
everything we can to discourage your 
coming. here.’’ 


There are many theatres throughout 
the country that don’t sell reserved seats 
for the gallery, but make those who 
want to’come there stand in line, out in 
the cold, and wait -until 7:30, to buy 
what is ‘known in the profession as 
‘* rush tickets.’’ I think that. something 
should be done by theatre: managers 
to remedy this condition. I have alsé 
found that. the best advertisers of your 
show are those who sit in the top of the 
housé. If .theatre managers will make 
the price-of their gallefy seats within 
the resources:of those who would. like 
to; patronize legitimate attractions, in- 
stead’ of, going to the movies, we will 
find a return to the gallery audiences 
that are necessary for the perpetuation 
of the theatre as an institution. ‘

It has been published in Tus Truus 
that the Musica] Union does not per- 
mit its members to rehearse beyond a 
certain length of time in the prepara~ 
tion of concert programs. This {s not 
correct. The Musical Union simply 
lMmits the time given for rehearsals 

. ‘hich is included in the weekly scale, 
to the members of such organization, 
to two hours; but .said orchestras can 

-. @vail themselves of as much time as 
they want, but must pay after the two 
hours, as overtime, which is charged 
at the rate of 75 cents for each 
quarter hour. _ 

The practice of. exploiting a con- 
@uctor at the expense of his men is as 
old as musical critici¢m. This organi- 
Bation, which is nearing its mark of 
£000 members, can man teh symphony 
orchestras which will be a credit to any. 
conductor, as well as supply conduc- 
tors. It is therefore that a great in- . 
justice is being done by voicing such 
criticism or by créating such an im- 

- pression in the press, which ‘seeks’ to 
Giscredit the Musical Mutual Pro-. 
tective Union. 

In fairness to the public, please let 
ft be known that the union does not 
limit the time which may be paid for 
at any rehearsal. Yours truly,

“It can hardly be that the false im- 
pression complained of 
created by the article in question. In 
that article it was, of course, assumed 
that the number and duration of the 
rehearsals described were those pre- 
scribed by the conditions, and for the 
weekly pay, under which the union 
permits its members to engage them- 
selves. It did not seem necesgary to 

' explain in so many words that. the 
players might. be hired for longer re- 
hearsals at. an paditional payment, 
fixed by the union. No known union 
prohibits its members from working 
overtime for additional pay at rates 
fixed by the union, and the idea 
brought forward by Mr. Finkelstein 
of a union that liniits the time for 
which its members may be paid, and 
knows no such thing as ‘* overtime,” 
is indeed a novelty. 

We do not know whether the Mu- 
sical sfutual Protective Union hopes 
to increase its members’ incomes by 
-pecuring additional pay’ from the or- 
chestral employers when the con- 
@ucters find, as they must inevitably 

' find, that the rehearsal time prescribed 
by th: union is not enough to gain 
artistic results, and that it hence must 


unavoidably lead to the destruction of 


the highest artistic standards, or the 
lowering of them. Its ms as if the 
hope of overtime pay must have been 


' . the motive for the adoption of the new 


rule rather than the purpose of gain- 
ing for its‘) members more time, more 
leisure for rest, enjoyment, study and 
the living of life in general. 

But it must be evident that the in- 
creased cost of orchestral concerts 
thereby imposed is probably too much 
to be met. It is ‘‘ more ‘than the) 
traffic will bear.” ‘Mr. Finkelstein 
says in his letter that orchestral con- 
@uctors can keep their men at rehear- 
gal beyond the two-hour limit by 
paying them ‘‘ overtime” at the rate 

of 7 cents for each quart: hour. 
For an orchestra of ninety men this 
will make the two-and-a-half-hour re- 
hearsal—heretofore universally regard- 
ed as necessary and tacitly admitted to 
‘ be so by the union in. regarding it as 
the standard rehearsal period — cost 
$185 additional and the four rehearsals

the matter that the Musical Mutual 
Protective Union has at heart high’ar- 
tistic standards, such as should raise 
best. symphony orchestras re- 
cruited from it to the highest pitch of 
“exeellence—though we must say that 
Mr. Finkelstein seems a little over- 
optimistic: ‘when he maintains that ten 


such. orchestras could be recruited) 


from the union’s members and that 
‘they would all be a credit“to any con- 
ductor. The third that was recruited 
from. it last season was in quality 
such that a good many substitutes for 
original members had to be obtained 
by for them all over the coyn- 
try. “We should hardly like to guaran-

The 
fact is that the union has, unwisely 
as many will think,. and perhaps with- 
out a full appreciation of what the 
ultimate result will be, practically re- 
duced the number of rehearsal hours 
at the disposition of any orchestral 
conductor in. New York from twelve 
and avhalf hours a week to ¢ight. 
What is ithe use of saying.that at 
least ten ‘hours—four rehearsals of two 


jand @ half hours each—can be had by 


paying: extra for them at a high rate 
when there is not the money to pay 
for them? The public here and in 
other orchestrally provided cities has 
long been getting orchestral concerts 
that’ cost far more than it pays for 
them at the box office. Benevolently 
disposed millionaires and others less 
than millionaires have enabled this to 
be done. But it is obvious that there 
is such a thing as killing the goose 
that lays the gdlden eggs. 

Thé danger stands stark before’ us 


{that the high standards of orchestral 


performance ‘of. American orchestras 
will be definitely lowered by such ac- 
tion as the union has taken. It will 
not, of course, be intentional on the 
part of the union, which is well known 
to be made up of artists and to cherish 
artistic ideals as the apple of its eve. 
But it will be none the less inevitable. 
The union is bound to keep up the 
high artistic standard it has always 
roaintained. It is also bound\to obtain 
for its members the highest salaries 
and the most equitable conditions pos- 
sible. As was said in this column last 
month, it is “not only the right but the 
duty of every worker for wages or 
salary to get as much as he can. But 
also a look into the future is neces- 
sary, to -be suré that power is not

that the public should be educated not 
downward but upward; that it should 


not be induced to be satisfied with in- | 


ferior . performances insufficiently 
studied and rehearsed; tha‘ it should 
not be allowed to consider ,** chic”

‘HARDEN ON MOTION PICTURES 





AXIMILIAN HARDEN, editor of 

Die Zukunft, has been turning his 
attention to the screen, and has a 
number of definite ideas as to the pres- 
ent and future of motion pictures, 
among which is the conviction that pro- 
ducers will sooner or later fail in their 
efforts to do a big business with big pic- 
tures, “to conquer the masses by mass 
effects.” No one should “expect per- 
manent effect from astonishment,” he 


says. 

The editor of Die Zukunft expressed 
these and other opinions in_a letter to 
the editor of the Berlin Film-Kurier, 
after he had seen a motion picture called 
** Der Golem.” 

The story of ‘‘ Der Golem,’’ of which 
Paul Wegener is author, ‘director and 
principal player, is based on an old Jew- 
ish legend, resembling Somewhat that of 
Dr. Frankenstein. A huge figure of 
clay, made by the learned Rabbi Loew, 
is furnished with the breath of life, but 
not with the power of speech, by the 
insertion into his breast of a tube con- 
taining a scroll bearing a magic word. 
‘When the scroll is removed the Golem, 
as the giant is-called, ig lifeless. 

Brought to Hfe by Rabbi Loew, the 
Golem uses his great strength to save 
the Ghetto of the Imperial city from de- 
struction ordered by the Emperor, but 
later, after he has been employed in a 
personal undertaking by a young rabbi, 
who loves Rabbi Loew’s daughter, the 
sweetheart of a Christian youth, the 
giant wreaks havoc in the Ghetto until 
a Christian child, whom he picks up, 
makes him harmless: by playfully re- 
moving the scroll from his breast. 

Maximilian Harden's letter to the 
editor of Film-Kurier follows: : 

“Your eyes did not deceive you. I 
witnessed the first performance of the 
“ Golem.’; out of interest in the develop- 
ment of the film industry and, especial- 
ly; in the artistically earnest efforts 
of Mr. Wegener, which are supported by 
sound sense and well-trained imagina- 
tion: 

The niaterial of this legend, with its 
milieu changing between the Ghetto and 
the Imperial palace, is an uncommonly 
happy find which, indeed, loses a little 
because the lump of earth endowed with 
life by the rabbi does not, in the movies, 
differentiate itself from thé people 
around it through its lack of the power 
of speech, which {s one of the principal 
characteristics of human existence. 

“To have had the figure acquire the 
other human characteristics that distin-

The checking‘ system is the device 
which renders possible the énormous 
volume of business done without the 
sight of money. The figures of the New 
York Clearing House show how small a 
role real money now plays. Last year 
more than two hundred and fifty billion 
dollars in: checks were passed through 
the Clearing House. This is only a frac- 
tion of the total amount of the checks 
used in the country. There are 154 
other clearing houses in the country. 
Even these do not take the full measure 
of the use of checks. For checks which 


_@fe cashed directly in the banks at 


it 


which they are payable are naturally 
mot included in clearing house figures. 
In New York alone during a year ‘the 
volume of checks reaches a figure which 
is perhaps a thousand times as large as 
‘the entire sum of gold in the country. 
This is growth of years. It is 
peculiarly an -American phenomenon. In 
the United States a very large -propor- 
tion of the population keeps bank ac- 
counts and a much Jarger number uses 
checks, In many European countries, on 
the other hand, the keeping of a pank 
account ig the privilege of the well to 
é0. Every one who hes had relations: 
with European banks knows the long 


. formality of getting a check cashed. It 


. {6 as elaborate at’ times as being pre- 
sented to royalty. It matters little that 
the customer may be in the bank which 
is the custodian of his own. funds. He

That is not to be taken Hghtly, 
In the United States more rapid 
methods have been dyveloped. Much 


| of this has come during the last twenty- 


five years. Bank clearances show the 
trend. The change netween 1865 and 
1895 was not very great, but the growth 
since the free-silver campaign has been 
® veritable revolution. In 1865, for ex- 
ample, twenty-six billion dollars’ worth 
of checks passed through the New. York 
Clearing House. In 1895 the total was 
cnly twenty-eight billions. Higher fig- 
ures had been attained in the early 
eighties, but, on the whole, the growth 
has been steady. After 1897, however, 
business boomed, end with the new 
prosperity came the era of checking. 
With an assured progress, despite ups 
and downs which measured the. pros- 
perity or the depression of passing 
years, clearances reached higher figures. 
In 1906 a record was made, This was 
almost equaled in 1910, when once more 
‘the. hundred-billion-dollar mark was 
topped by the New York banks. Then 
came: a‘ slump which lasted through 
“1915. The next yeur witnessed the 
greatest growth, and every year since 
has marked an advance not less astound- 

‘What this signifies is perhaps not en- 

tirely clear, The sum of business’ has 
been vastly enlarged. The value of 
money has fallen. New prices levels 
have been established. A new medium 
of exchange has been more firmly en- 
trenched. 
. The new system ins brought mary 
minor problems in. its train, When 
money was first used the great dif- 
ficulty was to prevent the debasing and 
the clipping of the metal. When an in- 
genious inventor discovered the way to 
make serrate edges on gold and silver, 
clipping the edges of coin went out of 
fashion. Scientists. next devoted much 
study to means of preventing banknotes 
and other paper money from being imi- 
tated. Even now the Government main- 
tains an extensive staff to combat coun- 
terfeiting. The same problem has come 
up in the use of checks, and machines 
have been invented to prevent the al- 
teration of figures. written on these 
ecraps of paper. 

Other problems arose from the need a 
standardize money, This hag been done 
by making its issuante a Government 
monopoly. The issuance of checks, how- 
ever, obviously cannot become @ monop- 
oly without destroying the effectiveness 
of the system. Accordingly, the solution 


must be sought in othér direétions. But:

@ payment and then found that he had 
been deceived, he had no redress except 
through the tedious process of the courts. 
With checks the matter is simplified. A 
stop-payment order is sent to the. bank 
and the lost is ordinarily soon found. 

‘'The means used are interesting. Every 
morning the tellers are given a list of 
‘the stop-payment orders for the day. 
Each man and woman memorizes all the 
hameé.and numbers, In addition to this 
the assistant teller whose function it is 
to catch these checks becomes active. 
“Red flags’* are set up. Every book- 
keeper, every teller, every clerk who 
may see the vagrant check is warned. 
Largé sheets of paper with colored print- 
ing at the top are distributed. Thé 
young men and women who bang away 
on numerous machines may become ever 
so absorbed, but they find it difficult to 
pass the danger sign. A veritable sema- 
phore system has been built, up. It: is 
as easy for a trained engineman to 
carry his train past a red flag as it is 
for a bank teller to cash a stop-payment 
check, And when one of the lost {s 
found the hunter is surrounded with a 
halo of excitement. I saw the expres- 
sion of such an official who had just 
captured a stop-payment check for a 
particularly large amount. The hunter 
who had toppled his first grizzly or the 
fisherman who had landed a_ tarpon 
could have had no more enthusiasm. 

The causes of this stop-order system 
are in themselves significant. The first 
and the simplest cause is the mere loss 
of the check. The stop order is issued 
almost automatically. According to one 
of the bank officials charged with the 
responsibility for supervision of this sit- 
vation the maker of the check must issue 
the step order. The person to whom"the 
check has beén mads may give warning 
of the loss. That is all. The bank is 
not compelled to accept the instructions 
of any one except the maker. The offi- 
cla} continued : 

‘Other causes are important also. 
The lost checks are ordinarily small. 
Sometimes, however, very large checks— 
I mentioned. one for a large amount 
which was caught this morning-—ere or- 
dered stopped. The reasons in such 
cases are numerous. Breach of con- 
tract, repudiation of contract, a man 
repenting of his bargain, explain some 
of the orders. The bank has no author- 
ity to refuse to obey the stop order ex~ 
cept in certain rare cases. It does not 
enjoy being an instrument through 
which a contract may be repudiated. 
We feel, in fact, that repudiation. is one 
of the serious causes of trouble at the 
present time. 

* But: I would not be understood as 
implying that breaches of contract or 
repudiation of contract are frequent oc- 
eurrences in this quarter. Take the 
Stock Exchange for example.. I know 
of no place where a higher standard of 
personal honor prevails. Contracts are 
made not in writing but,by the spoken 
word. On the floor of the Exchange the 
simple nod of the head {is at-all times 
as good as a signed bond. In the high- 
grade banks the repudiation of contracts 
as it is revealed in stop-payment or- 
ders alwavs brings scrutiny to the ac- 
count. If a man were found to be con- 
sistently committing breaches of con- 
tract, we should decide that his account 
ought to be removed, We would feel 
that he was not the sort of man we 
cared to do business with. But that 
seldom occurs with us. 

‘The stoppages come chiefly where 
contracts are involved because of techni- 
‘cal rather than moral .questions which 
aré in issue. Checks ought to be cashed 
immediately. ‘Due diligence’ ig re- 
quired and whenever an old check—we 
call it a stale check-—is presented for 
payment the matter is investigated. 
This is done quickly. Often customers 
have had their accounts examined be- 
fore they know that any question had 
ocourred. Then again the bank teller, 
like the politician, has a long memory. 
He must have a sound memory as a part 
‘of his equipment, 

‘*When I was younger I served as a 
teller. I knew then and I still know 
thousands of individuals. I connect the 
customer with his business or with the 
place where I first saw him. Further, 
all good tellers have keen memories for 
signatures. Any experienced teller can 
describe peculiar characteristics of the 
signatures of the customers whose 
checks come through his window, Some 
tellers know thousands of signatures in 
this way. That memory is another of 
the safeguards thrown around the 
checking system. 

**l have indicated some of the methods 
used to locate and stop the payment on 


ehecks which the maker desires to have }: 


refused. A search, high and low, is al- 
ways made. His account is examined 
and all his vouchers are listed and im- 
mediately the warning is given. When 
the word comes I always stop whatever 
I.am doing and set the machinery in 
motion. For months now we have not 
fafied to catch every such ‘¢heck. [I 
hock on wood when I sy it for some- 
times: to fail would be serious. I don't 
know what would have happened had we 
missed that check this morning. “Hap- 
pily we found it; and still better, such 
episodes are not frequent.” ‘

For the last twenty years the parish- 
ioners have been leaving the church be- 
cause of the type of people who were 
taking possession of the neighborhood. 
Slowly, but steadily, the old conserva- 
tive New York families were evacuat- 
ing their premises to make way for the 
alien who was taking over that section 
of the city and making it his own. 
The signs and language heard along 
lower. Second Aventie today bespeak his 
control. It is said that an -I. W. W. 
paper was printed: on property leased 
by the church. That fact has not been 
verified, but it is certain that the I.

Under similar conditions... the step 
usually ‘taken by New York churches is 
to pack up and. move. That has hap- 
pened time and. again. As a rule a 
church is rebuilt where the greatest 
' number of former . parishioners have 
settled.. The rest follow, or move to 
other quarters, wiping out all traces of 
the settlement which formerly located 
the church. The question came up be- 
fore the Trustees and parishioners of 
St. Mark’s. .. They mulled over it for 
a@ while, then decided they would stay. 
If it was indeed a case of survival of 
the fittest, then, according to unanimous 
opinion of the board; it was their batats 
to remain. 


Most “of the’ property in. the chuteh'e 
neighborhood was inhabited by the ‘peo- 
ple who had made their homes there 
within the past twenty years; in a word, 
the people wHo- had’ supplanted the orig- 
inal tenants: It may be that not the 
least-cause for the ¢hange in tenancy 
was the deterioration of the houses.

It. was shown that by ‘the sale of cer- 
tain downtown properties-‘and the’ pur- 
chase and alteration of the old but sub- 
stantial hous¢s..in the neighborhood, 
the funds could be reinvested with a 
net. return of more than double the 
amount of income previously received, 
at the same time benefiting not only the 
church but the parishioners and com-, 
munity as well. ,~

entists have looked askance; clericals, 


“ have warned him not to trespass on 


lands-not his own; while some well- 
educated persons have tended to quarrel.

Discourage- 
ment, however, is a characteristic so 
thoroughly foreign to this. man of sci- 
ence that he is pursuing his investiga- 
tions without a thought to the com- 
mentators or critics. Far and above

cess attends them is not the sole cri- 
térion.

, : Met a Mystic or Spiritist, — 

Mr. Baéison is an old man by the cou-t 
of years. In mental vigor he is vitally 
young. Called upon to explain his the- 
ortes and beliefs, his problems and as- 
pirations in the new venture, it was re- 
markabie to note the facility with which 
he found examples and figures from 
everyday existence to illustrate some 
subtle or difficult point. There wasn’t 
a. token of the mystic or spiritist about 
him. ‘He spoke in terms of science, in 
terms of common sense, in terms of the 
day-in-and-day-out things of lif; his 
mind dwelt only upon a logical problem ; 
his.eyes looked only into a world where 

“energies and farces and their interplay 
were objects perceived. He hasn’t re- 
nounced science from any point of view 
‘as concerns. his new problems. It is Mr. 
Edison, the scientist, that is applying all 
his powers and all his knowledge to the 
questions of’ life and. death and life.

“J do not know what the word

The writer was unwilling to give up 


He had traveled twice to 
Orange, the centre of activity of the in- 
ventor, after some correspondence with 
Mr. Edison and the latter’s associate 
and assistant, Mr: Meadowcroft, think- 
ing that the ‘’ spiritual ’’ idea might be 
developed. He had pointed out to Mr. 
Edison, in the letter preceding the first 
invitation to Orange, that nothing could 
equal the “ great interest the question of 
personal immortality has aroused in 
English-speaking countries at the pres- 
ant time, due especially to the war.” 
Further he had written to Mr. Edison 
that the ‘cycle of belief, first in the 
efficacy and all-importance of material 
things, and then in idealism, again gave 
way to a confidence in the potency of 
machinery: and science during the war; 
4ollowed in turn by the post-war period 
of faith im spiritual things. But. the 
' Movement at this stage is not just 
merely idealist. It is ‘tinctured by ‘a 
strong. spiritistic element. Mothers, 
sisters, wives and sweethearts who have 
‘ost their beloved in the war, find their 
youls hungering for them. They search 
éor the assurance that these lost are oer 
ysting in a life hereafter. Nowhere, I 


think, has: this spiritistic feeling taken}.

‘He even indicated the principle 
mn which he felt it would work, name- 
the principle of control, whereby 
gne-eighth of @ horsepower .

swith ‘hundreds’ of thousands of horse- 
power. . Beyond that, however, he was 
not prepared at the present: time -to 
speak. He emphasized during both’ of 
the writer's visits to Orange that the 
public could not possibly be interested 
just now ‘in a technical explanation of 
mechanistic ‘theory and practice lying 
behind the apparatus.. What the public 


is interested in, Mr. Edison pointed: out, 


‘is results only, and that was what ue 
was striving’ for. 

During. the first interview with the 
famous’ scientist, the writer listened to 
&@ general explanation, of Mr. Hdison’s 
theories concerning life, and a review 
of the whole subject which. had gained 
so much popular attention. At the in- 
terview following,” a seriés of ten ques- 
tions was submitted to Mr. Edison, 
based on ‘the first talk. ‘To many of 
these questions Mr, Hdison asked that 
the matter of the previous interview and 
more specifically earlier outgivings be 
applied in answer. At the same time, he 
interspersed here and there further ‘ex- 
planation of the difficult subject, in the 
desire to make clear things probably 
subtle to the lay mind. The high lights 
of Mr. Edison’: theory of life,’ death, 
and the life thegeafter are thus outlined. 
Mr. Edison does not believe that any 
part of man, ‘whether it be his body 
or mind, is other than the result of 
physico-chemical. reactions. Life he 
conceives asa series of ‘units’ moti!- 
vated by physical and chemical reac- 
ticns. Memory, or that part of life 


emotions, feelings, desires, tendencies 
and intrinsic peculiarities of the indi- 
vidual, Mr. Edison believes to be. our 
personalities. These personalities are 
various groups of units within the 
larger group that constitutes life. When 
so-called ‘‘ death ’’ appears to drive Life 
from our bodies Mr: Edison thinks that 
cur personality ‘‘ units’ do not die, but 
continue to exist as substantial material 
things. ‘That they are not perceptible 
to human senses even with the aid of 
instruments is because they are infinite- 
ly small—far smaller than the human 
mind can conceive. He estimates that 
the human body is composed of 100,;000,- 
000,000,000 of these units, Even huge 
ageregates of them are not sufficiently 
large to be apprehended by the human 
genkes, no matter what existing arti!- 
ficial help they érilist: 

“Asked for a specific exposition of his 
‘unit theory’” of. life, for’ use as a 
quotation in‘ this’ article, “Mr. Edison

They watch after functions of the vari- 
ous organs, just as the engineers in a 
power house see that the machinery ts 
kept in perfect order.. Once conditions 
in the body become unsatisfactory in 
the body, either through a fatal sick- 
ness, fatal accident or old age, the en- 
tities simply depart from the body and 
leave little more than an empty struc- 
ture behind.

At any rate, 
there is a fixed number of these, and 
it is the same entities that have served 
over and over again.”* 
“Units” in Plant Life. 

Mr. Edison illustrated to the writer 
how a ‘plant ’’ which to the casual ob- 
server appears as a complete unit is 
really the composite of a great number 
of units. ‘ 

‘There.is a plant known as the ‘ sea- 
bush,’ ”’ he said, ‘‘ which grows in the 
ocean. It illustrates “by synthesis. what 
I have attempted to illustrate by analy- 
gis—that life is composed of an aggre- 
gate of individuals. It grows chronén 
the efforts of insects,’’ 


cil from his pocket and draw a picture 
of the plant. His hand moved firmly as 
it sketched the simple, flowing linés of 
the sea-bush. He resumed: 

“ These insects, by infinite labor, build 
up this wavy, feathery little tree. Unit 
upon unit they construct it until the 
whole thing is complete.

It is not a unit.. Like ‘man, it is an 
aggregate of units.’’ 

Mr. Edison made a rough estimate of 
the number of entities he believed com-

*‘One with fourteen ciphers after it 
denotes the nimber—at least one hun- 
dred trillion entities go to make up a 
single man. I estimate roughly that 
there are about 20,000,000,000 8 in the 
body, and each cell is a commune of 
5,000 éentities.”’

“In the case of a ‘man,’ for example, 
he may be ‘bad’ or ‘ good,’ in accord- 
ancé with the trend of these dominant 
individuals or in actordance with the 
majority quality of the individuals 
which have gathered, more or less. by 
chance, in‘ the swarm which makes him 
up.

-“ Instances of startling. ability, such 
as that, for example, which characterize 
a Rockefeller, are. begirining to indicate 
to me.the chance gathering into swarms 
of individuals in which qualities of a 
certain kind are paramount.” 

The second question asked Mr. Edison 
was: 

“‘Can the ‘unit theory’ be applied to 
the ‘personality’?’’ 

In this instance Mr. Edison again re- 
ferred to earlier scripts, which recorded 
the ‘inventor's opinion as. follows: 
‘“*Numerous experiments conducted by 
medical scientists have revealed that the 
memory is located in a certain section of 
the human brain called the fold of Broca. 
If the units of life which compose an 
individual's memory hold together after 
that individual's ‘ death,’ is it not within 
range of possibility, to ‘say the least, 
that these memory swarms could retain 
the powers they formerly possessed, and 
thus retain what we call the individual's 
personality after ‘dissolution’ of the 
body? If so, then that individual’s 
memory, or personality, ought to be 
able to function as before.’ 

From the foregoing paragraph it can 
‘be seen that Mr. Edison conceives per- 
sonality to be virtually nothing more 
than memory. as qmplified by pre-natal 
determination of character and mental 
equipment. Some of the greatest think- 
ers of our day agree with Mr. Edison on 
that score. Without memory. not a sin- 
gle accomplishment. that is especially 
characteristic: of man as differentiated 
from the beast would be possible. With- 
out memory every effort would be like 
finding one’s way up an unknown street 
in an unknown world totally unlike our 
own, and no matter how often one trav- 
eled that street always‘the same diffi- 
culty. would attend progress thereon. An 
attempt to conceive lifé without mem- 
ory makes of the former a veritable 
nightmare. Memory exists in the sim- 
plest forms of life in the guise of habit 
or instinct.

Memory and ‘‘ ‘Persdnality.” 


Memory is the close kin’ of personality.

The things he has ‘léathed,' the itmpor- 
tant record of what he has felt, believed, 
aspired, what he has been and hoped ta 
be, each man takes with him from yes- 
terday into today and from today he 
will carry it into tomorrow. This mem- 
ory as it is applied to the conditions 
that confront a man each moment is his 
personality. 

In answer to the question, ‘' What is 
your conception of death?’ Mr. Edison 
offered, the following concise expression 
of belief: 

Perhaps, in a 
sense, the term is accurate when the 
aggregate which we have called a man 
ceases to function as an aggregate. and, 
therefore, no longer can be called a 
man; but the expression is not at all 
accurate if by it we mean that the life 
which kept that man at’ work or play 
ceases to exist. Life does not cease to 
exist. _

Foreign Exchange Is the Chosen 


Playground of Relatively 


te

ORBIGN money is the lure which 
is leading large numbers of 
Americans into the field of in- 
ternational speculation. Franc, 
lira, mark, crown, drachma, 

florin and lei:are beacons which are 
inducing many to seek sudden fortune. 
A, topsy-turvy world has brought about 


ja situation where almost anything 


might happen. Out of the financial 
wreckage people ‘who in other years re- 
garded postal banks as hardly secure 
enough to house their savings hope to 
salvage large gains. They count upon 
the latent capacity of the Old World to 
restore the familiar values which exist- 
ed before Wilhelm Hohenzollern gave 
the word that brought undreamed of 
desolation to so many races. 

House servants, laborers, artisans, 
clerks, farmers, people with small eam- 
ings and little opportunity for accumu, 
lation are conspicuous investors in for- 
eign exchangé. Ordinary speculators 
with large funds and credits are not 
notably in the field. The banks dis- 
courage speculation in foreign money, 
and other opportunities are more tempt- 
ing. During the last twelve months the 
money of most of the important foreign 
countries—with the exception of Great 
Britain, Germany and Sweden—has de- 
preciated when measured by American 
dollars, A downward .movement such 
as that does not attract large speculat- 
ors. But it does not deter small ones. 
Consequently the present paradoxical 
situation. 


Unprecedented Condition Here. 


Nothing like the present condition has 
ever been seen in this country. It has 
come about largely because the United 
States is a polyglot nation. Americans 
have come from nearly every country. 
Most of the recent comers have rela- 
tions in Europe. During the last five 


or six years many of them have been |: 


sending money to friends and kinsfolk 
in the old countries. The habit of buy- 
ing foreign money was thus developed. 
SWhen the catastrophe came and the 
| foundations of Buropean finance seemed 
|to be so‘grievously shattered, a great 
opportunity appeared to be at hand. In 
addition to buying money to transmit 


bome, others began to purchase deprect- 


ated foreign currency in the expectation 
of speculative gains. 

Buyers of German marks were among } 
the first in the field. Germany has 
been called the centre of the old Euro- 
pean industrial system. The foundation 
of Germany's prosperity seemed to be 
as secure as anything in life. When 
the mark, which had been the rough 
equivalent of the American quarter, 
sank in value until it would not pur- 
chase a two-cent stamp, the jvista of 
riches opened to many. Germany must 
come back. The native productivity of 
a great nation of sixty million educated, 
well-trained people could not be perma 
nently destroyed even by a great war, 
it was argued. And so many began to 
buy marks with the purpose of holding 
them until their value had been restored. 


House Servant Typical Investor. 


The same thing has. taken place in 
varying degrees with other countries. 
At one of the‘larger banks the manager 
of the foreign exchange department said 
that a house servant was typical of the 
present investors in foreign morey. 
‘““One of my friends in Philadelphia,’’ 





Small Investors 


said he, ‘employs a Czechoslovak girl 
as a maid in his household, This. gir} 
has been buying Ogech crowns. ..Nomi- 
nally they. are worth 20.3. cents a crown. 
This week they were actually worth a 
cent and a third in American money. 
The few dollars which she was able to 
lay aside bought an astonishingly large 
number of crowns. She sent her money 
to her family in Europe. ' _ 

‘This. bank and others have not fa- 
vored the purchase of foreign exchange. 
They do not care to lend: money for that 
purpose. Foreign exchange is wndesir- 
able security because trouble results, if 
it depreciates- in value.. Furthermore, 
it is not'a productive investment. The 
banks are more concerned to see pro- 
ductive foreign trade financed and de- 
veloped. Money invested in foreign ex- 
change earns nothing while it is idle. It 
gets no interest. It is buried. An ex- 
tensive foreign exchange business has, 
however, grown up. I do not think that 
so many new agencies are in the ficld. 
On the other hand, organizations which 
had small departments have enlarged 
them to take care of the new business.’’ 

Similar reports were made by other 
banking . corporations whieh specialize 
in foreign exchange and in. foreign in- 
vestments. Nowhere wag any evidence 
of large speculation found. But the 
activities of the little fellow. were every- 
where commented upon. In all the for- 
eign colonies men and women are buy- 
ing the currency of the old countries 
and many Americans have followed suit. 
The effects of this speculation and in- 
vestment may conceivably be far- 
reaching. Certainly American opinion 
concerning foreign affairs may be in- 
fluenced. For the American who has 
turned his dollars. into marks or francs 
or crowns has turned his thoughts ‘into 
new channels. He no longer regards 
Europe as a land whose fortunes do 
not concern the United States. 

Influence on World Politics. ; 

It has been observed that the widely 
scattered French investments in ‘old 
Russian securities have exercised im- 
portant influences on the policy of the 
French Government toward Bolshevist 
Russia. The desire to retrieve sore of 
the old loans, {t has been said, has 
been so general that in framing its pol- 
icies the French Foreign Office hag in 
no small way been governed by the. 
wishes.of the holders of Russian bondaia 


The preseiit’ widespread’ tendency on. 


‘the part of Americans ‘to buy foreign 
money and foréign' bonds would natu- 
rally Have: sithilar conséquences. Men 
who have invested in German’ marks 
normally want to get their money: back 
and to reap a speculative gain. They 
are accordingly interested in seeing Ger- 
many restored to prosperity, In.a pros- 
perous Germany the mark would rise in 
value. Also those who have Gerfnan in- 
vestments would like to see the indem- 
nity fixed at as low a figure as possible; 
For that, too, ‘would augment the value 
of their holdings. 


Bearing on Peace Prospects. f 


It is thas altogether probable that the 
investments in German marks have 
awakened a new interest in the final 
peace settlement. Similar. influences 
may affect public opinion as to other 
Huropean countries... The currency of 
every one of the continental ‘countries 
which participated in the war represents 
only a small fraction of its former value. 
Even the money of the neutral nations 
has .sunk »in the international scale. 


a ‘Nobody. ‘knows: -when, 


it ever,

worth. But everybody knows. that the | 
economic reconstruction. of .

But 
mo reasonable persons “expected -the 
United States to honor such loaris. Sim- 
flarly, if Sein’ Finn succeeda in severing 
Ireland from the British Bmpire, the 
Irish Republican bonds may be ‘good. 
In this latter case, however, most of the 
American buyers were moved by an in- 
terest in Ireland and an antagonism to 
England rather than by any. motive of 
gain. 

Pure American Speculators. 

In addition to the nationals of various 
countries -who are buying foreign ex- 
change, another group of simon-pure 
Americans are speculating. To them the 
purchase of marks and francs and 
crowns is a great adventure. They have 
no. ties with the Old World save’ that 
which their speculation sets up. But 
the ownership of a Rumanian lei or a 
Czech crown breeds a sense of partici- 
pating in world affairs. The strings of 
speculation lead far afield...The specu- 
-lators indulge in dreams of wealth ob- 
tained as the result of national changes. 
Aside from. the possible losses — which 
are minor because not much 1s involved 
—speculation by Americans o¢ this type 
is an enlightening expériénce. 

They are foreign exchange fans. They 
bet’on a given nation just as they would 
have bét on a baseball team, They learn 
the names of political leaders and’ Gen- 
erals, They discuss revolutions and 
counter-revolutions. Statesmen figure 
in their tmaginations as do baseball 
players in the minds of small boys, A 
General takes the place of a “‘ Babe.” 


Extent of the Operations, 


How extensive’ is this revival of spec- 
ulation in foreign exchange it Is diffi- 
cult to estimate accurately. The-larger 
banks say that the total volume of for-., 
eign’ exchange dealings {is not high at 
present, But at the same time they 
draw attention to the small buyers at- 
tracted from. these different. sources. 
These small buyers. give color to the 
present market. It, is not probable that 
many will reap the riches they seek. At 
least not the speculators. who. remain 
on this side of the. Atlantic.---Phose larg- 
er try who go across and Ather- 
ican money into Buropéan thoney and 
then buy European goods’ ho the de- 
preciated currency sometimes fare bet- 
ter. It has been hoted that a few thou- 
sand*American dollars will buy a palace 
in parts of Central Europe today. But 
even there prices readjust. themselves 
to the new value of money. An Amer- 
ican business man reported the.other 
day that he had paid 5,000 marks-for a 
day’s ride in an ‘automobile out into-the 
country near’ Berlin. The charge trans- 
lated was only abowt $75, possibly - not 
high whén the scarcity of automobiles 
in Germany is considered. But 5,000 
marks was a middle class income in the 
old days. Germany is mending some- 
what,. but in other of the nearby coun- 
tries conditions. come close to those 
which obtained during the last days of 
the Southern Confederacy. ' 

The new speculators are having an in- 
teresting time for their money. ‘They 
may not gain financially, but they are 
getting a lot of experience. As a sub- 
stitute for baseball or poker the game 
of foreign exchange is not a bad one.

It is a laborious effort and yet one of 
pressing timeliness to collate the official 
and authorized utterances of those who, 
under authority delegated to them by 
the people of the United States, have 
‘been in responsible control of the Philip- 
pine situation for the lest twenty-two 
years. But this survey has a distinct 
advantage over many other historical re-

And again, when the insfirrection had 
been to all intents and purposes sup- 
preased and law and order were gener- 
ally restored, Governor General Taft 
made the following sweeping statement: 
“Mow what has produced the present 
tranquillity? I say without hesitation 
that ‘the chief elenient today is the con- 
fidence which the conservative people 
of the islands have in the promises of 
the United States°to make the welfare 
of the Filipinos its chief purpose in re- 
maining here, to assist them sincerely 
in learning the secret of self-govern- 
ment by gradually enlarging their polit- 
teal power.’ 

These are, indeed, notable landmarks 
from which we should not deviate, but 
from which we should draw inspiration’ 
for our future course. 

In 1906 President Roosevelt said: ““ We 
are “constantly {ncreasing the measure 
of liberty accorded the islanders, and, if 
conditions warrant, next Spring we shall 
take @ great step forward in” testing 
their ¢apacity for self-government by 
summoning. the first Filipino Assem- 
bly.”” And tn 1908, after the session of 
the Legislature had closed, President 
Roosevelt said in his message: 

‘‘ Hitherto this Philippine Legislature 

restraint and has seemed in @ practical 
fashionte’ realize the eternal ‘truth that: 
thére midst always be government, and 
that the only way in which any body 
of individuais can escape the necessity 
of being governed by, outsiders {s to 
show thet they are able to restrain 
themselves, to keep down wrongdoing 
and disorder, 
'™ The Filipino people, through thelr 
officials, are making real steps in the 
direction of self-government. I hepe 
and belHeve that these steps mark the 
beginning of e@ course which will con- 
tinue until the Filipinos beeome fit to 
decide for themselves whether they de- 
sire to be an independent nation. We 
cannot.give them ¢elf-government save 
in the sense ef governing them so that 
gradually they. may, if. they are able, 
learn. to govern themselves.’’ 

And, in conelusion, te added: “I 
trust that within a generation the time 
will arrive when the Filipinos can de- 
cide for themselves whether it is weil 
fer them to’ become Independent or to 
continue under the protection of a 
strong and disinterested power.” 

When Mr. Taft, then Secretary of War, 
traveled through the islands and in 
October, 1907, opened the session of the 
First Philippine Assembly in person, 
he said: ‘** The avowed policy of ad- 
ministration under these two Presidents 
has been to fit the people themselves 
to maintain: a stable and well-ordered 
government. * * * As this policy of 
extending control continues, ft must logi- 
cally reduce and finally end the sov- 
erignty of the United States in the 
islands, unless it shall seem wise to the 
American and Filipino people, on ac- 
count of mutually beneficial trade rela- 
tions, and possible advantage to the 
islands in their foreign réiations, that 
the bond shall not be completely sey- 
ered,’’ 


Training for Self-Government. 


In his. spévial report to the President 
relating his axperiences in the islands 
upon this memorable journey, Mr, Taft 
wrote: ‘‘ The conditions in the islands 
today vindicate and justify that policy. 
It necessarily involves in its ultimate 
conclusion, as the steps toward seif- 
government become greater and greater, 
the ultimate independence of the islands, 
although, of course, if both the United 
States and the islands were to conclude, 
after complete eelf-government were 
possible, that i¢ would be mutually bene- 
ficial to continue a governmental’ rela- 
tion between them . thet between 
England- and A there would be 
nothing inconsistent with the present 
policy in auch a. result.” And, in ¢on- 
clusion, the Seeretary of War and fu- 
ture President added, “I have an dbid- 
ing conviction that the Filipino people:

The question decided in Brewster v. 
1 Walsh, on Dec. 16, by’ the District 
Court in Connecticut, is, ‘‘ What is in- 
eomé, which is taxable by the Sixteenth 
Amendment?’ The amendment did not 
remove the bar as to taxing real and 
personal property without spportion- 
ment. Congress always could, and can 
now, tax all the real and personal prop- 
erty in the United States, but it must 
apportion the tax. But it may now, 
since 1913, levy an income tax without 
apportionment; and it may levy an ¢x- 
cise tax without apportionment. But it 
eannot tevy a direct tax without ap- 
portionment except on income, 

Since the adoption of “the Sixteenth 
Amendment, we may restate Justice 
Fuller's statement in the income tax 
case: ‘ The power to tax real and per- 
sonal te, and the income from both, 
without apportionment is conceded.”’ 
That is the sum total of the effect of the 
Sixteenth Amendment. 

Now, what fs income, from real and 
personal property, which may be taxed,

Mr. Justice Pitney, in the corporation 
tax case (Stratton’s Independence va. 
Howhbert) stated that the sale of « min- 
ing property was merely a capital con- 
version, and not income.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 
The congested condition of the Patent 
- Office, as pointed out in Mr. Barker's

Many thousands of new enterprises

cation for a patent the, inventor must 
often wait six months or more before 
Teceiving the first answer of the ex- 
aminer and a further long period for a 
second action, since the references cited 
in the first answer, to previous patents, 
may go to show -that the-inventor is 
entitled to a.patent while those supplied 
later ; ther sca may show 
that he Js not entitled to the patent.

sufficient staff help in the Patent 
Office, as all the references should: be 
given in thd first answer, 

Basically the neglect of the Patent 
Office; is due to the fault in our legis- 
“lative. system of irfesponsibility in the 
membérship of Congress, . politically 
speaking. When. Congress neglects its 
work or fails to’ adopt or put ‘through 
@ sound policy there is no way to focus 
public opinion upon those responsible. 

No one. questions the fact that the 
Patent Office should have an adequate 
force.

LASTSDAYS OF JOHN BROWN. 


To the Nditor of The New York Times: 

In your issue “of Jan. 2 you give an 
interesting article by William 1. 
Chenery, who quotes somewhat at length 
from the Rev. Dr. Russell H. Conwell 
as to John Brown. Mr. Conwell] states, 
** Well do I recall Dec. 9, 1859, the day 
when John Brown was hanged.’ He 
could not recall that date, as he was 
hanged on Dec. 2, As I was. born at 
Harper's Ferry, am a relative of Harper 
and saw the troops taking Brown to 
Charlestown’ on Oct. 18, I know some- 
thing about the affair. Mr. Conwell 
also says, “On the day set for the 
execution at Winchester, Va.” As 

rown met his death at Charlestown, 
only ten miles from Harper's Ferry, he 
could not have been hanged at Win- 
chester, 

The statement is also made that “a 
few weeks before [Dec. 9] he had 
been. to our house, and my father had 
subscribed to the purchase of rifles to 
aid in the attempt to raise an insurreo- 
tion among the slaves."* As Brown was 
taken-at Charlestown on Oct. 19 and 
confined in jail until Dec. 2, and was at 
Harper’s Ferry and the Kennedy farm 
from July 8 to Oct. 16, the day my 
father. was detained back of the church 
on account of the firing, it must have 
been more than “a few weeks.” Fur- 
ther than this, the rifles ‘were bought 
in Hartford when Brown was in Kan- 
sas, and belonged to the Massachusetts 
Emigration Society before George L, 
Stearns purchased them for Brown to 
use at his discretion. They were shipped 
here and there for months before reach- 
ing Chambersburg, Pa., where Brown 
had them secretly taken as ‘‘ hardware " 
by teams to the Kennedy farm ‘previous 
to Oct. 16, 1859. These rifies were 
known as ‘* Beecher's Bibles,’’ and he 
helped to pay ‘for thern. 

We are also told in this article that 
Brown stopped with Mr, Conwell’ 8 
father, and Brown's “long gray whis- 
kers lay on the bedclothes.’’ It is gen- 
erally: understood that Brown shaved 
clean until-his entering Kansas {n 1855. 
He then allowed his beard to grow ab a 
ineans to hide his identity, and he could 
not have had much of a gray. beard in 
1852; in fact, he had no whiskers in 
1856, the date given as his visit to Mr. 
Conwell. His pictures‘at that time show 
a clean-shaven face. 

I was downtown among the dead and 
dying on Wednesday, Oct. 19; and my 
father took me.to the acene. of action 
when Brown was taken to Charlestown. 
I have for ‘years given considerable 
study to the raid, and numbered Frank 
B. Sanborn, who did so much for 
Brown, as my friend and correspondent,

AN “AMERICAN” LANGUAGE. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

State Librarian John Henry Newman 
of Columbus, Ohio, in his “hope’’ for 
the establishment of a new language 
*“‘more concise and forceful than any 
spoken, composed of all spoken lan- 
ages ‘tind denominated ‘ American’ ’’ 
says nothing new and is neither in- 
structing, interesting nor convinging. 

Our national history and the observa- 
tion of our tendencies as a people-are 
factors that have weight in the consid- 
eration of such a proposition. What 
then do we find? The Dutch colonists 
were people of character and capacity, 
with ‘ red-blood’’’ to boot. Their in- 
fluence profoundly affected generations 
of New Yorkers and persists even to 
this day. But of their language there 
was but one word (‘‘ stoep*’) which 
found its way into circulation and _re- 

mains in our common vocabulary. The 
French. were early settlers in sections 
of this country, and most . certainly 
they lacked pot in ‘“‘red-blood,” but 
what waa their eontribution to our 
common tongue? Later, the Germans 
and other peoples established themselves 
in great numbers but what German or 
other foreign words have been adapted 
by us to meet our linguistic require- 
ments? In his outgiving, Mr. Newman 
himself fails to use @ single word that 
is other than common English. 

The manner of Mr. Newman in pre- 
senting his ‘‘ hope” is 
He would drop the ‘‘ English label,” and 
he has wondered for years why any 
“ red-blooded American: should ape one 
in anything.’’ Alas, for the coming Afner- 
fean language, if it has to be forced 
by such stuff as this! Red blood is all 
very fine and large, but a little gray 
matter really counts. Mr. Newman may 
be listened to respectfully when he offers 
a few new words of American origin, 
apt, euphonious and expressive.

pursued by their successors several of 
the existing radical parties could have 
been: developed in harmony’ with the 
Right within the framé of the monarchy, 
and would thus have frustrated interna- 
tionalism, which was the chief curse of 
the revolutionary propaganda, But the 
Right lacked suppleness and a psycho- 
logical insight into the times, It: failed 
to realize that the old conservative 
thought and ways, with all their. clear- 
ness, strength and consistency, showed 
signs of sclerosis~which disease in- 
creases with age.

Hatreds remain .undiminished and the 
Socialists; following their recent failure 
to dominate at the elections, present 
the amusing spectacle of a people’s party 
railing at the “ blind masses” who 
tailed to support them. :

German future. Not a frivolous equal- 
ity, as the creators of.the revolution and 
their successors wished to have it. Not 
at all. The formation of a Socialist 
state is not so simple and primitive. 
Words need not engender fear, he as- 
sures his friénds.. A government of 
specialists, representing different call- 
ings, which would obviate the existing 
system of professional politicians, is a 
distinct possibility. It must be remem, 
bered that the council (equivalent to 
Soviet) dates back to ancient German 
custom, and, recréated to meat: modern 
conditions, with representation of all 
elements—the intellectual as well ag the 
economical—might well be the backbone 
of a new monarchy. 

Bolshevism is not within Reventlow’s 
scheme, it must be understood, any more 
than the equalfty doctrine of Socialism. 
Lest this be misunderstood he expands 
freely upon the theory’ that man in 
general is capable of the higher develop- 
ment. ‘It would be fortunate,” he 
declares, ‘if the events of these last 
years had rooted out’ the pseudo idea 
of the progress of humanity. This 
came out of the Freemasons’ kitchen, as 
did that of liberty and equality, and, 
especially in German heads, 
actual devastation. It was this fafth in 
the progress of humanity which was 
one of the causes of the loss of the 
war. Hven as a boy this idea seemed 
absurd to me and this feeling has 
strengthened with the years. It is a pity 
that the use of the word * humanity ’ 
cannot be forbidden in Germany.” 

In place of such puertle notions he 
calls for a development of a “ well- 
considered and strongly-felt Kultur,’ to 
be limited to Germans. ‘Everything else 
would follow.. But, he adds warningly, 
only a féw Germans. understand what 
Kultur signifies. It is. almost invaria-

The Philippiné Legislature, in {ts open- 
ing session on Oct. 16, 1917, by joint 
resolution -madé the following declara- 
tion: ‘* The Legislature deems it a duty 
incumbent upon it to voice the wun- 
equivocal expression of the loyalty of 
the people of these islands to the cause 
of. the United States in’ the present war. 
* © © We realize that in this war there 
aré being tried out in the balance the 
greatest principles of humanity:. and 
right which in the future will be the 
foundation of the stability, peace’ and 
security of all nations, whether they be 
great or small, belong to one race or 
another. * * ® 

‘(We firmly believe ‘that the final 
triumph of democracy in securing for 
the world the principle of nationality 
for the benefit of the smal! nation will 
finally enable our people to attain 
the ideals for which we have. always 
struggled, namely, our constitution into 
a free and independent nation, with a 
democratic government of law and or 
der, ready to be another Instrument of 
democracy and universal Pp as.’’ 

‘ Offered 25,000 Fighters. 

But the people of the Philippine 
Islands had forestalied their legislators, 
quickly as these latter had acted. Im- 
mediately upon. our entrance into the 
war, they authorized Governor Marrison 
to offer. the services of 25.000 mien. 
There was some delay in the acceptance 
of this offer at Washington, a not un- 
natural delay in:-view of the fact that 
there were millions of men nearer home 
available and scores of problems of out- 
fit and. preparation closer to the capital 
that had to be solved. 

But, while awaiting the enactment of 
the necessary legislation by -Congress, 
the Filipinos did not rest on their oars. 
Enrollment . committees -were created 
throughout the islands and’ in en in- 
credibly ‘short time. thous sat of men, 
after undergoing string ~thental, and 
| physical examination, donned. khaki and 
more than 28,000: volunteers in the war 
for world-wide democraty; the very élite 
of the sons of the islands, were selected 
for service abroad. And in the mean- 
time an officers’ training camp, in fact 
two, with-a capacity sufficient to pro- 
vide officers for a whole division, was 
started near Manila and the courses 
were largely attended. 

In November, 1918, the authority for 
the federalization of this National 
Guard division was received, and the 
mobDilization of the Philippine contingent 
at Camp Claudio, so: named in honor 
of the first Filipino who fell in the 
cause of; world liberty, was completed. 
Due to conditions over which they had 
ne control, due to difficulties Inherent 
iin their geographical position, the Fili- 
pino soldiers did not take their place 
with the other volunteers of liberty up- 
on the frontier of civilization in France; 
but they did what they could, and their 
effort should be appreciated by all. It 
certainly is appreciated by those Ameri- 
cans who know what the Filipino ac- 
complished and are also familiar with 
the obstacles to service which by zeal 
and energy he overcame. 

The Filipino sailors were more fortu- 
nate. More than six thousand of them 
saw service in the American Navy as 
enlisted men, Many served in the dan- 
ger zone of the North Sea and many 
met heroio deaths in the performance 
of their trying duties. Scores of them 
served on the miné sweepers in the 
North Sea barrage and their record un- 
der peculiarly. trying circumstances was 
excellent. A great number of these men 
have now re-enlisted for permanent ser- 
vice in the navy. 

Perhaps no finer tribute to the seal 
for service of the Filipino can be paid 
than by merely citing the behavior of

Under 
the third loan.the quota assigned was 
$3,000,000, and nearly $5,000,000: was sub- 
ascribed, of which $3,000,000 came from 
thé little pueblos of the Provinces. 
ever, it was in the fourth loan that th 
Filipinos really got ihto. the financ 

fray. A_corpa of more than two thou- 
sand four-minute men was organized, 


distant districts.. The. allotment, was 
$6,000,000, and, confessedly, the organiz- 
ers, all natives, were frightened. Could 
they ever raise this tremendous sum? 
The cohvincing artewer was-soon forth- 
coming. When the campaign closed, the 
islanders had subscribed for $12,200,000 


with $200,000 to. spare. 

Let me complete this notable record 
with the comment. of Jacob Gould 
Schurman, Prestéient of the First Phil- 
ippine Commission and a friend of the 
islanders from the early days. The 
words were written by him upon hear- 
ing the news of the resolution that had 
beeri passed by. the Filipino Congress, 
meeting under the Autonomy act of 
1916 and adhering to the cause of the 
United States in the World War: 

‘That ectiow ie an‘-impressive and 
moving vindication of. the policy which 
the American Government has followed 
in .the archipelago, the policy of the 
Philippines: for the Filipinos." . Mr. 
Schurman added: ‘ ; 
“TI spent the greater part of the year 
1899 in the Philfppines. How black and 
hopeless the prospect looked! War, sus- 
picion and. racial. animosity! But 
through it all I. thought I saw a solu- 
tion of the Philippine problem in the 
Policy of ever-increasing self-govern- 
ment for the Filipinos, not even exclud- 
ing the goal of independence, when the 
Filipinos were able to undertake it, if 
ever, indeed, they desired it. * © * 
‘‘And I bélieve there is nothing in 
réason that the Filipinos may hereafter 
desire of the American people and Gov- 
ernment which will not be. granted to 
them. One democrecy can fix no ulti- 
mate limits to the democracy of another 
people. The future of Philippine de- 
mocracy is assured.” 

The Philippine people have withstood 
a trying ordeal in @ brilliant manner. 
It only now remains for the American 
people in Congress assembled to once 
and for all bring confusion upon those 
misinformed or prejudiced people who 
have sought to misrepresent our policy 
abroad or to divert it from honorable 
channels at home. The next step is 
Philippine independence if the Filipinos 
desire {t. President Wilson pointed tho 
way in his December message to Con- 
gress. ‘I respectfully submit,’* he 
said, ‘‘that this condition precedent 
{the maintenance of a stable govern- 
ment] having been fulfilled, it is now 
our liberty and our duty to keep our 
promisé to the people of those islands 


which they so honorably covet.”’

Are we forgetting what 
‘would have poured through if France 
had not stood there? What, even stopped 
here, Germany has done to the world? 
‘Phat in the fields before ‘Verdun lie = 
aundred thousand dead? 

Of. course, a c@lition, especially a coa- 
lition as vast as that of the Allies in the 
great war, cannot be expected to outlive 
_ the conditions that created it. So many 
different people cannot go on keeping

To Hngland, to. Italy, to every one of 
the Allies, each her own problem. The 
many little new States—with one thing 
in common, all of them, that they have 
mo defendable frontiers — take each one 
her own way, uncertdin and obscure.

Is it 
not true that she is placing gold’ by 
millions of marks in neutral countries 
under neutral names? That one reads

At Geneva she gets her points in well 
with the little nations, and plays off 
the. big nations one against another. 
Does not that game cost in gold? ‘There 
is the wealth’ of her forests and ‘quar- 
ries' and mines... Why should she not 
give of that wealth, as a woman with 
beautiful hair cuts it and sells it, when 
it is all she has left for paying debts? 
Every lump of German coal belongs to 
France, and every twig of every tree.

The num- 
ber of recorded deeds was greater this 
year than last in Manhattan, Bronx and 
Queens, but fewer in other counties, 
“The boom held out longer in the 
former counties than it did in the others. 
As a result, we have examined about 
1,000 more titles in Manhattan and 
Bronx this year than last, but there has 
been a falling off of about 25 per cent.

“It may be’ of interest to know that 
since the war ended we have received 
in our New York office but one appli- 
cation for @ building loan for an apart- 
ment house.

**We have received inncemarable re- 
quests for money to‘build garages and 
buildings for business purposes, ‘but the 
builders seem very wary of going into 
housing construction. The reasons are 
not. far to seek. 

‘First it was the high cost of labor 
and material. A building erected under 
present prices will not be able to com- 
pete with one built five years from now 
if expected cost reductions take place. 
The initial cost would be too: high. 
However, this first cost is not all. Even 
after the prices of material and labor 
showed some signs of decreasing, build- 
ers did not build residence structures. 
The reason was apparent. The Legis- 
lature began to take a hand at deter- 
mining what income an owner could re- 
ceive from such an investment. The 


‘owner could not charge what his prem- 


ises were worth. He. must charge whet 
some Magistrate decided they were 
‘worth. The laws bearing on this sub- 
ject passed last January were not con- 
sidered sufficiently stringent and others 
were passed at a special session of the 
Legislature. No builder knows what 
laws will be passed at the next session 
of the Legislature and he is naturally 
timid about investing his capital in 
housing under such circumstances. 

“‘3¢ the high cost of labor and ma- 
terials were taken care of and if the 
law of supply and demand were allowed 
to settle rents, the builders would prob- 
ably. be anxious to build - apartment. 
houses, Then would come the question 
of whether money could be’ found in 
sufficient gquantities.: ; 

“* The necessary money for furnishing 
housing for New York cannot be sup- 
plied except from the great body of in- 
vestors who dre today driven~ by the 
high surtaxes to investment in non-tax- 
able securities.. No city funds, no funds 
available from savings banks alone or 
financial institutions can ever meet the 
requirements. 

“The money must come from the 
great body of citizens, men Who can in- 
vest from ten to one hundred thousand 
dollars each in mortgages. If. our in- 
come tax laws.are revised so that such 
people can put their money into mort- 
gages, then we will have money for 
housing in Greater New York and “we 
will not have it in any, other way.’’

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In the history of the many changes in 
fashionable and apparently firmly estab- 
lMshed private home centres.on Manhat- 
tan Island, none perhaps possesses more 
interesting features than the migration 
being witnessed today from the Fifth 
Avenue area eastward beyond Third 
Avenue. Within the last two or three 
years several blocks between’ Second and 
Third Avenues have’ been, radically 
transformed into rows of residences 
fully ay attractive as the majority of 
houses characteristic of the blo¢ks west 
of Lexington Avenue.’ “It has remained, 
however, for the new Sutton Place de- 
velopment, with many of its prospective 
residents drawn from the exclusive cir- 
cles of Fifth Avenue to reveal, in an ex- 
ceptional manner, the importance of the 
change now in progress in the choice of 
select residential areas: 

The decision of Mrs. William K. Van- 
‘derbilt to take a house at 1 Sutton Place, 
being on the northeast corner of Fifty- 
seventh Street and Avenue A, is- the 
most convincing object lesson’ yet. pre- 
sented of the significance 6f the present 
movement. Sutton Place was the pleas- 
ant name given more'than half a cen- 
tury ago to the two blocks of Avenue A 
between Fifty-seventh and Fifty-ninth 
Streets. It was then a. charming local- 
ity, the land being high, and as there is 
nothing east of, Avenue A but the Hast 
River, it was in earlier days a charming 
home. section,” commanding a begutiful 
view of the green-clad Long Island 
fields. The northerly block, between 
Fifty-eighth, and Fifty-ninth Streets,’ 
was badly cut into several years ago in 
the erection of a tower forming part of 
the New York Steam Company’s plant. 


The block between Fifty-seventh and 
Fifty-eighth Streets is intact with its 
eighteen old-fashioned homes, and this 
has been taken by a cOmmunity of home- 
tseekers ‘and is being artistically: de- 
veloped with gardens ih the rear of the 
houses overlooking the river. » Miss 
Elisabeth Marbury has one of the 
homes in the middle of the block) ‘and 
plans were filed by her architect a-few 
days ago to remodel the house at 13 
Sutton Place for her ata cost of $20,000 
Last week plans were filed for remodel- 
ing the adjoining house, at 15, for Mrs. 
Lorillard Cammann at a cost of $15,000. 
The easterly Sutton’ Place frontage has 
eleven houses, and on the south side of 
Fifty-eighth Street are seven houses, 
and work on some of the latter buildings 
is.in progress. 

In addition to this Sutton Place devel- 
opment, a very similar work, has-been 
under way for more than: @ year in “tne | 
Forty-eighth Streét bldek betwee Sec- 
ond and. Third Avenues, to which. the 
name of the Turtle Bay Gardens has 
been given. |The bend of the river in 
the upper Forties was familiarly khown 
in early days as Turtle. Bay, and in 
former ‘generations, when the section 
was a suburban community, there was a 
Pleasant bathing beach on the shore, 
with bathhouses for the convenience of 
the Summer residents. This develop- 
ment contains twenty-oné houses. Mrs. 
C. H. Sorehan, who has been prominent 
in Newport social activities for many 
years, was one of the leaders in this 
movement. She has.a house there, and 
among others who have fitted up the old 
places are Mrs, James Townsend, Win- 
ston Churchill, Schuyler Smith, Ernest 
Poole; Miss Chapin, head of the Chapin 
School for Girls; Gillet Lefferts, Edward 
C. Dean and George Rublee. The open 
space inthe rear of the houses on: the 
north side of the block has been made 
into an Italian court, planted with flow- 
ing plants and shrubs, 

There has also been another distinct 
movement in Sixtleth and  Sixty-first 
Streets, between Second and Third Ave- 
nues, where a plan very similar to that 
of the Turtle.Bay Gardens’ has been 
adopted, and the dwelling alterations 
present some interesting types of com- 
fortable private home architecture, 

The residential. movement easterly to 
the river side presents many features in 
common with the fashionable home de- 
velopment there in the early part of the 
last century. The chief difference is 
that the jhouses are now chosen for city 
homes, whereas in former days the ma- 
jority were country residences.~ The 
merchant princes of}old New York, and 
a goodly proportion of the representa- 
tion of the wealth and fashion of -that 
time, appreciated the advantages of the 


way from Turtle Bay northward to Hell 
Gate, where Carl Schurz Park now re- 
calls memories of the rural charm of a 
century ago. The first John Jacob Astor 
had a commodious country home in the 
latter locality, and Washington Irving, 
who was a frequent guest at the house; 
has left in his letters a pleasant picture’ 
of the beauty of the country in that vi- 
cinity. The Astor property ran along 
Avenue A from Eighty-sixth to Bighty- 
ninth Street, and: had an ‘ extensive 
waterfront. The old home was long 
since wiped out, and its site is covered 
with tenement structures. 

There are, fortunately, a few evidences 
still remaining which illustrate the type 
‘of these long-forgotten houses... The big 
square wooden housé in Carl Schurz 
Park, overlooking Hell Gaté and Astoria, 
was the country home of® Archibald 
Gracie, one of. -the,-city’s. great. .mer- 
chants. Taken by the city years ago for 
park uses, it has.esca _déstruction, 
and looks very much today as when it 
contributed to the social gayety of the 
suburban part .of Manhattan Island. 
Opposite the Gracie house, jist to the 
west, was the home of another merchant 
prince, Nathan Prime; who, from 1820 
to, 1840," when he died; was one of the 
richest men in the city. The old frame 
house was standing up to three or four 
years ago, hidden in the middle of the 
block. bounded by First Avenue and 


Joseph's Orphan Asylum. ‘When. the 
asylum moved out of town @ few years 
ago the anctent place was torn down and 
additional tenements erected on. the 
block.

between First Avene ‘and Avenué i 
and’ is oné.ofithe most picturesque old 
houses.on’ Manhattan Island. It’ is a 
stone building’ of good dimensions, ‘now 
considerably raised above. the ‘grade of 
the street. On,one of the gabled wings 
is the date of its erection, 1799, in large 
brick letters. .‘ It was built by Colonel’ 
William “Stephens Smith, who married 
Abigail “Adams, the only’ daughter of 
President John Adams. Colonel Smith 
was a member of Washington's staff 
during the Revolution, and when ‘Presi- 
dent, Washington: appointed -Colonel 
Smith’ Surveyor of the Port. of ' New 
York, During that’ time he botight’ a 
large tract facing’ the East River and 
built an’ expensive frame house on the 
south side .of :Sixty-first Street. - The 
present structure, on the north side, was 
originajly planned for the stable.’Colo- 
nel Smith soon ‘after bécamé financially 
involved and his. country estate was 
sold at: foreclosure. ..The “big wooden 
home was used for a whilé.as a school, 
and eventually.»was:: burned: + 
The original: stable,, remodeled ‘into a 
residence, became famous in the years 
following 1820 as one of the most popu- 
lar road houges.on the upper east side. 
It was kept for many years by William 
Niblo, of Niblo’s Garden fame. In 1821, 
under the mame of the Kensington 
House, “Mr. 'Niblo, in. advertising its 
merits, called it a ‘‘ superb mansion, 
four and a half miles from the city, fur 
nished in handsome ‘stylé, and beauti- 
fully situated on the banks of the East 
River, Dinners and tea parties, clubs 


and societies canbe ‘furnished with all}. 


the delicacies of the -seasoh. Turtle 
clubs will find this an agreeablé resort.” 

In 1830 the house became the property 
of Jeremiah Towle, for ‘many years a 
city surveyor, and his family lMved there 
until about twenty years ago. Then the 
Standard Gas Light Company acquired 
the property, and the erection of a huge 
gas tank cut‘off the narrow view of the 
river which had been obtained from the 
porch on the easterly wing. For several } 
years it has been occupied by Italians, 
but recently it was taken for an antique 
shop, and, being an antique itself, its 
final years are being put to a very 
worthy use. Although hedged in with 
buildings foreign to its time and archi-! 
tecture,“ the. old. Stephens’. Smith home 
presents something of the charm of its 
historic suburban ‘days, and should be 
visited by all who may be interested in 
seeing what Manhattan . homes looked 
like. more than @ century back. 

In the. block to the south, just east ot 


Aventie A, is a large dnd miich neglected 


wooden structure, which, in d4ta Colonial - 
architecture, Clearly shows that .when 
built it was a costly residence and well 


‘adapted for hospitable entértainment. 


In the same ‘block, on the Sixtieth Street 
side, there was up to.a few years ago 
a@ very similar house, but {t has been 
demolished and the same fate awaits 
the surviving mansion. 

What might be termed the palmy days 
of the East River front’ were in the 
years from 1800. to 1850. The entire 
locality was an aristocratic suburb, ‘and 
in the number of elegant country ‘seats 
it had no fival in the city. Among the 
prominent. families residing there were 
the Schermerhorns, Gracies, Primes, 
Pauldings, Rikers, “Lawrences, Pear- 
salls, Beekmans, Brevoorts,’ Rhineland- 
ers, Astors and Provoosts. One of the 
large Schermerhorn farm holdings com- 
prised the entire tract now occupied by 
the. buildings of the Rockefeller Insti- 





tute for Medical Tineneet, on the east-~ 
erly Avenue’ A frontage, between Sixty- 
fourth ‘and ,Sixty-seventh Streets. Less 
than, twenty years ago that'tract was 
used by the Pastime Athletic Club, and 
one of the old Sechermerhorn homes 
Stood on. the elevation at Sixty-fourth 
Street. 

Many old New ‘Yorkers still ‘recall a 
part of this east side district as the ‘site 


‘of that famous.amusement resort: known 


as Jones’s Woods, but’ it may be news: 
to many to know that the city at one 
time came very near taking over a large 
tract.of the) woods and making it. into 
‘a public park, In-1851 Jones’s Woods 
included , the territory from Third Ave- 
nue “to the river between Sixty-sixth 
and Seventy-fifth Streets.. In that year 
the Legislature: of the State authorized 
its purchasé -by. the-city for a public 
park, in addition to the Schermerhorn 
plot ‘now: owned by the Rockefeller in- 
terests. It comprised. about 160. acres 
and on the land were some of the largest 
and finest trees on the island. The se- 
fection of Jonés’s Woods’ was actually 
the. forerunner of the selection of*-the 
larger Central Park) tract. -The leaders 
in the park movement felt that the east 
side property: was not large enough for 
the, future.metropolitan needs and this 
view led to the abandonment. of. Jones’s 
Woods’ for a park and. the purchase, 
largely through the instrumentality of 
Andrew H. Green of the’ present Central 
Park. site. The old Jones family resi- 
dence was near the foot of’ Highty- 
second Street. 

Richard Riker, who for thirty years, up 
to 1838, was the Recorder of the city, had 
a pleasant suburban home.near the foot 
of, Seventy -fourth Street. It was 
shaded by oaks and other large trees. 
In the Hell Gate region, close to the 
Astor, Prime and: Gracie homes, was the 
country residence of the’ Rhinelander 
family. It stood at. what is now the 
northwest corner of Avenue A and 
Ninety-first Street. Close by was the 
‘home. of William Paulding, a nephew of 
John Paulding, one of the captors of 
Major André. In 1827 the following no- 
tice appeared in one-of the city papers: 

‘‘For Sale—The pleasant situation near 
the sixth milestone, adjoining the place 
of William Paulding,’ in the “Village of 
Yorkville,’ containing four aéres,. well 
stocked with fruit and forest trees, sta- 
bles, dairy and a spring of good drink- 
ing water. The house commands a view 
| of” Hell “Gate.” 

Conditions were similar in all parts of 
this east side section, as may be .seen 
4from another early advertisement, ap- 
pearing’ in 1631, offering to sell. or, lease 
‘a home ‘in. the. Turtle: Bay’ aréa, The 
House is: described .as ‘‘ pleasantly situ- 
ated on Turtle: Bay, on the ‘Hast River, 
formerly occupied by J. M. Aspinwall 
and lately by J..D. Brown. It contains 
about: seven acres, with a ‘well-built 
double-front. hopse, stable and carriage, 
bathing and wash houses, well stocked 
with fruit treés, shrubbery'and grape- 
vines. For beauty of situation, improve- 
ments and retirement, united to con- 
venience of pocess to the city, the place 
is not surpassed by. any on the East 
River.”’

In’ 1839 
the’ double track line was opened and 
a grahd celebration was held: at .the 
hotel. In 1845 it is recorded that good 
building lots in many. parts of’ Yorkville 
were.sold from $100 to $400 each and 
from’ that time dates the erection of 
many of. the small two and thrée story 
frame houses of which many examples 
still remain in the old YorkVille Village 
limits. - In 1854 a writer in commenting 
on: the changes on.Third Avenue. said 
that houses and stores are almost within 
speaking’ distance all the way to. the 
boundaries of Harlem.

FEW LOW-PRICED ROOMS. 


Stewart Browne Discusses Difficut- 
tiles of Present Situation. 


‘The United States or New York 
City,” says Stewart Browne, ‘‘ will not 
overcome the housing shortage in twenty 
years unless and until it subsidizes every 
new family housing building to the éx- 
tent of 25. per cent. or more of its cost, 
Exemption from municipal taxation for 
five years “will help, but it isn’t suf- 
ficient. 

‘* Existing owners. of New. York City 
realty who are not spoculative builders 
or promoters are more interested in 
legally preventing calling of mortgage 
loans—for lenders to obtain higher ‘net 
income—than they ‘are in legally forcing 
corporate mortgage lenders to make 
loans for new housing construction. 

“* Compelling financial institutions by 
statute to invest 100, 50, 25, 10 or 5 per 
cent. of their assets in housing mort- 
gage loans will, in my opinion, not build 
a new building for housing, but. will 
probably prevent the present calling of 
mortgage loans. 

‘The housing shortage at. rents of 
$20 per month per room and under is 
acute and becoming more so. Bighty per 
cent. of New York City’s population 
cannot afford out of their earnings to 
pay $20 per month per room for rent. 

‘*Land yalues, cost of material, labor, 


and operation are so high that it is-im-

Sir Ernést AFR Found 
Them Eager to Get Credit and | 
Hae: Amount Fixed. 
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That Germany has no money to pay 
the indemnity with but is willing to go 
to work and: earn it if the Allies ‘give 
credit for the purchase of raw. ‘ma- 
terials, 1s the opinion of Sir Ernest Op- 
penheimer, the South *African diamond 
mine owner, who.is at the.Ritz- Carlton. 
‘“*I spent the month of December. in 
Germany,” said Sir Ernest yesterday, 
‘traveling all over,the country. Every- 
where I went I found. the people. poor 
and undernourished. Even in the houses 
of the wealthy, the dinnér to which I 
was invited was a poor meal compared 
to what one may obtain in an ordinary 
New York restaurant. . 

“There is a strong desire on the part 
of the German people to go to works 
which was expressed everywhere. They 
know that they are beaten and admit 
it. Bankers said to me in Frankfort: ' 
‘We want the amount of the indemni- 
ty fixed and then a chance to go ahead 
With our industries and pay it ‘off grad- 
ually.’ 

‘“‘I think the French péople have: been 
led to believe that the Germans would 
pay an immense suim of money down, 
and that every man, woman and child 
in France would get a share of it. ‘There 
is no reason to doubt-that if Germany 
is able to start her industries’ again 
she will pay it off at so much a year. 

‘‘One of the peculiarities of the new 
German Government “now- in force is 
that, although | it has a President, some 
States, including Bavaria, Saxony 
Saxe-Coburg-Gothat, Mecklenburg and 
Baden, are without heads. They have 
ieee and are ruled by cabinets, in 
eneral way, the officials of these 
Ste es recoghize the German Republic, 
but they do not consider their coun- 
tries parts of it’ or amenable to laws 
made in Berlin. 
In Munich, as well as Nuremberg and 
I hoticed far 
too many soldiers. That is the newly 
raised force called Reichswehr, half pa- 
lice and half military, and they patrol 
the streets in addition to the civilian 
police who appeared to me to be quite 
capable of handling the crowds of 
starved people or the, traffic. At a 
rough guess I should: think there were 
fully 200,000 men of the Reichswehr in 
Bavaria. The French military authori- 
ties have objected to such a large force, 
and think their complaint is quite 
justified. The question arises what is 
the German Government in Berlin going 
to do about it. Requests have been 
sent repeatedly, Iwas informed, to the 
Cabinet in Munich to reduce this force 
within reasonable limits, but no notice 
has been taken and the Reichswehr. re- 
tain their strength of 200,000 men. The 
other States have also their force of 

this type of soldier, and the local gov- 
ernments in some cases say they have 
to be maintained because of.the menace 
of Bolshevism. 

Austria is in a far worse condition 
than Germany, because her pe eople have 
no work to do.’ A banker of Vienna faig 
to me: ‘‘ We do not want charity. 
the Allies give us credit to purchase Pet 
materials and start our factories woing 
again.’’ I saw ‘the splendid work th 
is being done by Mr, Hoover's relief 
committees in those countries in feedin 
the starving women and children, bu 
the better plan is to let the men. get to 
work. “That ‘will restore normal péace 
conditions in Hurope more quickly than 
any other methods that-could: be adopt- 
ed. Belgium has realized this, and .is 
-picking up faster than any other of the 
allied countries. Her people have stopped 
spending money idly and are bent upon 
replenist ing their exhausted bank ac- 
counts.’

FARM BY-PRODUCTS SAVED. 


Uses for Surplus Frults and Other 
Waste Products Developed. 


Converting perishable farm products 
into commodities sufficiently stable that 
they can be carried: from a season of 
excess when they are not needed is 
characterized as an essential service of 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture in the annual report of the Sec- 
retary of Asriculture. Industries founded 
on the utilization of surplus waste,prod- 
ucts, he says, would be of tremendous 
value in meeting this problem. 

The Bureau of Chemistry has accem- 
plished some important results along 
this line in recent years.. On the basis 
of its investigations, for example, there 
has been developed a citrus by-products 
industry for the utilization of cull and 
surplus oranges and lemons, and a feasi- 
ble method of utilizing corncobs, which 
always have been a waste product, has 
also been discovered. Department spe- 
cialists have produced from it a large 
yield of .adhesive suitable for pasting 
container box board. 

= After, this is removed,” says the Sec- 
retary, “a considerable quantity of a 
lower grade product can.be made, and 
the residue is practically pure cellulose, 
which can be used in the manufacture 
— a number of commodities ipmuding 

nee quality “of paper when mixed 
wit a suitable quantity of evood pulp. 

After the processes for recovering all 
these articles had been worked out, it 
was discovered that a considerable 
quantity of a very valuable chemical— 
furfural—was formed, and methods. of 
recovering it have been developed.

the council voted not to accept any re- 
ductions in their’ present wage ‘scales 
within the next three years. It was de- 
cided at a’ megting of their business 
agents to insist on continuation of the 
present $1.25 an hour wage for union 
building workers. 

President Thomas S. Kearney of the 
council said that prior to the war 80,000 
workmen in Chicago were members of 
unions affiliated with the council. Now 
the number has been reduced to 60,000, 
with only 40 per cent: of them employ- 
ed, and a large number have entered 
other lines of work more remunerative. 

“‘It is contended by some that in the 
readjustment labor should ‘participate by 
offering its services at a lower wage in 
order to bring about production—that 
labor should suffer with all lines of bus- 
iness,’’ said. he. ‘‘ Labor has suffered 
and is suffering now, because wages 
have not kept pace with the increased 
cost of living. A full, honest day’s 
work should be furnished by labor. We 
all know there have been abuses on the 
part of tradesmen, manufacturers and 
financial people, who have taken advan- 
tage of conditions. The building trades 
have thrashed out this subject and 
agreed that any workman ‘who does not 
do a full, honest day’s work will be dis- 
ciplined by his organization.’’ ~ 


RATPROOFING BUILDINGS. 


Amendment Applles Only to New 
Structures/ 


Health Commissioner Copeland last 
week submitted to the Board of 
Standards and Appeals a substitute rule 
amplifying the section’ ‘of the sanitary 
céde relating to ratproofing buildings. 
At a former hearing a rule was sub- 
mitted requiring the fatproofing of 
every building within 600 feet of the 
waterfront. The amendment will change 
this requirement so that it will refer 
only to new buildings. 

The Health Commissioner says the 
Board of Health last Summer sent word 
to the Board of Standards and Appeals 
that a means of preventing bubonic 
plague was to ratproof all buildings to 
be constructed near the waterfront. He

sanitary. code enabled the Board of 
Health to act in any cases where build- 
ings were inhabited by rats. 


Dr. , Copeland said that 98 out of 
100 persons affected with bubonic 
plague die. 


The Commissioner said the plague is 
not a passing thing, and there will be 
danger from plague-infected rats for 
years. He said that for economic reasons 
rats should be kept from infesting the 
city on account of the amount of 
property they destroy..
